The complaint on which the warrant for 


McDonald was issued was as follows: 


One Michael C. McDonald did offer or attempt 
to bribe one Charles W. Woodman, a police mag- 
istrate of the City of Chicago, said Woodman be- 
ing then and there a judicial officer of an incor- 
porated city—to-wit: of the City of Chicago, who 
had been appointed under the laws of this State; 
that said acts were and are in violation of Sec. 32, 
Chap. 38, of the statutes in such case made and 
provided, and against the peace and dignity of the 
people of the State of Illinois. That this com- 
plainant has just and reasonable grounds to be- 
lieve and does believe that said Michael C. Me- 
Donald committed said offense, and therefore 
prays that he may be arrested and dealt with ac- 


cording to law. 


The warrant was given to Constable Larney, 
who at once started out to find the wanted 
man. The story had gotten out of the Mayor’s 
office long before noon, and McDonald had

Promise of a Lively Trial. 

If the trial proceeds today, according to 
program, it will mark the beginning of a 
lively legal tiit, for Mr. Trude, representing 
Mr. McDonald, will be comBated by William 
J. Hynes. Alexander Sullivan may also ap- 
pear among the learned counsel. Woodman 
has retained Capt. Black and the trial prom- 
ises to be exciting—filled with legal politeness, 
retorts courteous, and other lively things. Mr. 
Hynes will appear at the suggestion of the 
Mayor, who sent amanfrom the City Law 
Department to see if his services could be se- 


ceured. He came back with answer yes,“ but 


the Mayor had by that time gone to his subur- 
ban home, so that the formality of retaining 
was not accomplished. Mr. Hynes said last 
evening: I am not retained, but he would 
not say that he would not appear today against 
Mr. Trude. This pair of learned counsel were 
last pitted against each other in the Moran 
breach of promise. It was a civil suit in 
name only and it played to big crowds anx- 
ious to see the lawyers going at each other. 

The section under which proceedings are 
taken against McDonald prescribes no im- 
prisonment.

Another section prescribes imprisonment 
of from one to five years for any one who di- 
rectly or indirectly gives any money or other 
bribe, and Mayor Washburne at first wanted 
the prosecution made under this section, but 
his advisers persuaded him from this course, 
use they said the sectiop only dealt with 
out-and-out bribery. The law department 


has as its evidence a statement made to its 


members and the testimony of its witnesses. 

Mr. Trude was hot slow in me king arrange- 
ments for a defense, and intimated that he 
might let in a whole lot of light on the 
J ustice’s career, beginning with circumstances 
happening before the fire. Indeed, some of 
Mr. Trude’s references to Justice Woodman 
yesterday were ndt what one would call com- 
plimentary. 

Mr. Trude has kept copies of all the papers 
containing Mr. Woodman’s statements of 
McDonald’s attempt at bribery and will make 
the most of alleged discrepancies in them. 
He has issued mahy subpoenas for reporters. 
And last he will endeavor to show that Wo od- 
man’s whole story was told only to establish 
an impression in the rural districts that John 
P. Altgeld and Mike McDonala are silent 
partners. There will also be a general denial 
of bribery, real of attempted, and these points 
will constitute the plan of defense. 

Why the Mayor Acted. 

Mayor Washburne had instructed Private 
Secretary Conwell to make a statement in 
his behalf, as his Honor still sticks to that 
style of intervidw. Here is what the Mayor 
says by proxy: 

* Politics has nothing at all to do with the 
matter. It is openly charged by an official of 


the city, an appointee in the -discharge of his 


duty as à magistrate, that an effort had been 
made to bribe him. Such an attempt is an 
affront to the City of Chicago. The case has 
been freely discussed in the press, and I have 


been questioned about it by the press and by 


At first] was in doubt as to whether 
it wae my duty to bring about 
but after consul- 
tation I concluded that it was in- 
cumbent on me, as executive of the 
city, to resent the affront put on the city, and 
to punish any attempt to bribe one of the city 
officials—and especially a magistrate.”’ 

Mayor Washburne declared that he had 
formed no opinion on the merits of the case. 
He did not know whether or not McDonald 
was guilty, but he did want all the facts laid 
bare in an open tribunal of justice. 

State's-Attorney Joel M. Longenecker last 
night sad: The Mayor’s action in causing 
the arrest is all right, inasmuch as the city 
authorities are directly interested in the mat- 
ter. Ican’t say whether the grand jury will 
now take action in the case before the trial in 
Justice Foster's court is concluded. I shall 
use my best efforts to see that justice is 
dene, and the fact that it has not been 
taken before the grand jury before this is no 
proof that I am not interested in the prosecu- 
tion of the case.“ 

Mr. Longenecker said that he preferred to 
have the case take its present course to having 
it go before the grand jury. No it can’t 
be charged that it’s simply a political move.“ 
he said. Now under this plan it takes the 
usual course of such things.“ 

Justice C. W. Woodman, when asked 
whether he was pleased with the course the 
matter had taken, said: 

I am perfectly satisfied. I’m not particu- 
lar as to the manner in which the affair is in- 
vestigated, so that an investigation is made. 
I’m about as well suited as if the grand jury 
had taken it up, and I do not know that it is 
not the intention of the grand jury to meke 
an investigation. I have been notified to be 
present with my witnesses tomorrow at Fos- 
ter’s Court, and [ have retained Capt. Black. 
I am ready whenever I am called upon, and 
the only interest I have in the matter is to see 
this man McDonald brought to justice. I 
have witnesses who can testify as to both of 
his calls and fouf witnesses who can testify as 
to his second visit. I cannot at this time give 
their names, but they will be on hand. 

Justice Woodman said that he did not see 
State's- Attorney  Longenecker yesterday and 
that he did not know when the grana jury in- 
tended to begin its investigation. 


MRS. HARRISON REACHES HOME SAFELY. 


She Withstood the Fatigues of the Trip 
Well but Is Dangerously III. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Sept. 21.— Special. ]— 
The President’s invalid wife is home again 
in the White House. The home-coming was 
a sad one, yet every body feels better that Mrs. 
Harrison’s wishes have been gratified. The 
train arrived from Loon Lake about 9 o’clock 
this morning. Mrs. Harrison withstood the 
fatigue of tlie journey well. Accompanying 
the President and wife were her son, Russell 
Harrison, her daughter, Mrs. McKee, and 
Mr. McKee, Lieut. Parker and wife, the Me- 
Kee children, Private Secretary Halford, and 
George W. Boyd, Assistant General Passen- 
ger Agent of the Pennsylvania railroad e m- 
pany, who had charge of the train. An army 
ambulance stood in waiting, and the train 
was stopped just outside the station building 
and the invalid gently lifted from the 
bed on which she had lain during 
the journey and carried to the ambulance, the 
President himself superintending the task 
and accompanymg his wife with Dr. Gardner 
in the ambulance. When the party reached 
the White House the waiting group of Cab- 
inet Ministers and friends on the balcony 
withdrew to the East Room, so that Mrs. Har- 
rison’s first view of her home might be undis- 
turbed by a strange presence. When the 
ambulance came under the portico President 
Harrison lifted the curtain at the back and 
at once alighted; as did Dr. Gardner. The 
hospital stewards lifted the stretcher and car-

brightened up greatly on entering the famil- 
iar rooms, and was strong enough to talk to 
the members of the Presidential family and 
to tell her gratification that she was home 
again. Mrs. Harrison was anxious that she 
should have bedn brought home in time for 
the President to review yesterday’s parade of 
his old comrades. This afternoon she made 
known her wishes that Gen. Harrison should 
still have the chance to greet the veterans, but 
he remains by her bedside, and is loath to leave 
her for even a brief space of time. Mrs. Har- 
rison is still dangerously ill, and her real con- 
dition is best expressed by the sad faces of 
those nearest and dearest to her. It needs no 
bulletin to know what they fear with the pass- 


ing of every day. 
LOOKING TO ENGLAND FOR PROTECTION. 


Petitions in Hawaii Asking Britain to Take 
the Islands Under Its Wing. 

San Francrseo, Cal., Sept. 21.—According 
to the statementis of passengers on the steam- 
er Australia, which arrived from Honolulu 
this morning, the Hawaiian Legislature has 
been caucused, with the result that twenty- 
four members vpted in favor of impeaching 
the ministry and twenty-two voted against 
such action. The resolution of want of confi- 
dence in the mew Cabinet, as introduced by 
Representative Smith, is expected to be 
adopted by the game vote. It is also reported 
that petitions are being circulated in certain 
quarters asking the British Government to 
place the Hawaiian Islands under its protec- 
tion. The American residents of the islands 
are strongly opposing such action and will 
ask the government at Washington to inter- 
fere on behalf of their interests.

ARE HOUNDING PECK. 


DEMOCRATS WORKING TO FORCE 
HIM TO LIE IN JAIL. 


His Report on the McKinley Law Re- 
sented Almost to the Point of Violence 
—~An Indictment Returned, Warrant Is- 
sued, and the Sheriff of Albany In- 
structed to Take Him So He Must Stay 
in Prison Until Morning—The Hill Fac- 
tion Growing Angry Over the Matter.

LBANY, N. V., Sept. 21. 
[Special.] — Albany 
County’s mugwump 
District Attorney, 
James W. Eaton, pend- 

ing an examination of 
Charles F. Peck, Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics, on charges of destroying official 
records of his office, succeeded today in secur- 
ing an indictment of Mr. Peck by the grand 
jury on identically the same charges. The 
proceeding is an extraordinary one and was 
instituted purely for persecution. It is the 
plan of the conspirators, acting under the di- 
rection of the National Democratic commit- 


tee, to arrest Mr. Peck at such a time 
that he cannot be taken before a com- 
petent Judge to be admitted to bail 


and therefore have to be lodged in jail. Mr. 
Peck was ia New York today, when the sealed 
indictment against him was handed into the 
Court of County Sessions, Justice Louis Grif- 
fith of Troy sitting. Immediately an officer 
was dispatched to New York in quest of Mr. 
Peck, with instructions if found to reach here 
in the middie of the night. Edward Meegan, 
Mr. Peck’s counsel, telegraphed his client of 
the indictment and asked him to return to the 
city so as to be in court tomorrow morning at 
10 o’clock to answer it. Then Mr. Meegan no- 
tified the District Attorney that Mr. Peck 
would be in court tomorrow morning. This 
continued persecution is having itseffect upon 
the Hill Democrats particularly and upon 
other Democrats who think the matter is be- 
ing carried too far. It is argued that if these 
prosecutors were honest in their endeavors 
they would allow the law to take its 
course, the actions hertofore begun being suf- 
ficient to establish the guilt or innocence of 
Mr. Peck. But it is believed that the con- 
spirators feel that they have no case and 
therefore are bound to down Mr. Peck. No 
charges have been lodged with Gov. Flower 
yet, but some are being prepared by the mug- 
wum p-Demograts. 
Hill Democrats Are Angry. 

Senator Hill's following are in a bad tem- 
per over the whole affair, and some are bold 
enough to assert that the mugwumps, who 
now have the Democratic party by the throat, 
are purposely persecuting Mr. Peck to drive 
the Hill Democrats out of the party. The as- 
sertion made at Chicago that they could win 
without any favors from the Hill men and 
without New York State has been reiterated 
upon several occasions of late. All of which 
is consoling to a large class of voters who 
have never bolted a Democratic nomination. 
Perhaps the Hill men will give the Cleveland 
mugwump forces a chance to prove their as- 
sertion. 

A threatening gleam of political lightning 
was seen today when Judge Griffith instead of 
Judge Clute presided over the court before 
which the Commissioner wiil be brought to 
answer the indictment of the grand jury. 
The indictment was handed down sealed at 
noon, but it was no secret that it was against 
Mr. Peck, and vigorous efforts were at once 
made both by messenger and by telegraph to 
get track of him. It was learned that the 
Commissioner and most of his bureau were in 
New York prepar ig to issue the analysis of 
the table showing the industries which, ac- 
cording to his report, have been benetited by 
the McKinley law, and the effect on wages of 
the same enactment. 

When it was definitely learned that Mr. 
Peck was in New York an officer was sent by 
the District Attorney to bring him to Albany. 
It found he will be brought back under ar- 
rest, and unless he arrives early enough for 
his counsel to give bail before a competent 
Justice ht may be locked up until the opening 
of the court in the morning. Mr. Peck's 
friends profess, however, to believe that he 
will not be found, but will appear with his 
counsel in court tomorrow prepared for the 
predicament in which the prompted action of 
District Attorney Eaton has placed him. Con- 
fidence was expressed, however, that Mr. 
Peck would put in an appearance at the 
proper time. 

Has Given Up His Rooms. 

Nxw York, Sept. 21.— Commissioner Peck 
gave up, between 3 and 4 o’clock this after- 
noon, the two rooms he had occupied at the 
Victoria Hotel since Saturday and left the 
hotel unaccompanied. He did not tell the 
clerks his destination and went away carrying 
only a valise. As he had no trunk at the 
hotel the clerks have no idea where he went. 


DISTURBED OVER HILL’S SPEECH, 


Leading Democrats Think He Has Bottled 
the Stuffed Prophet. 

New Yorx, Sept. 21.—Senator Hill has de- 
parted for Albany and the different kinds of 
Democrats are still wondering about the 
speech he made in Brooklyn. None of them 
seein to feel that the speech was intended to 
aid the cause of the. Prophet. In 
a vague way the unwelcome truth 
is borne to the anti-shapper mind that 
Senator Hill malevolently attacked the sage 
of Buzzard’s Bay in his weakest point. Care- 
ful consideration of his tariff argument shows 
that Hill has left no loopholé for Cleveland. 
He has covered every point so far as the tariff 
is concerned, and if Cleveland dodges will 
simply prove what the Hill men insisted all 
along, that the big candidate is a hypocrite in 
his lofty professious of duty to the plain 
people. . 

_ Ex-Mayor Grace seems to be one of the few 
anti-snappers who have not lost their heads. 
He probably knew beforehand that Senator 
Hill would not attempt to boost Cleveland so 
much as to add all the strength possible to the 
Democratic State machine. In this mood the 
ex-Mayor is willing to talk, and he veils his 
intentions as usual. On the surface he 


seems to be glad that Senator Hill 
has appeared for the ticket. but 
the chances are that he would have 


been much better pleased had the Senator 
kept silence. Grace gives the assurance that 
Cleveland has not made any promises in re- 
gard tothe patronage of this State in tne 
event of his election. This is undoubtedly 
true, as no promises were asked. All, that 
Hill and his friends wanted was the subordi- 
nation of the anti-snapper crowd. This was 
agreed to, and the question of the State 
patronage is something for the future. 

Mr. Whitney has not expressed any opinion 
about the effects of Hill’s speech. He worked 
hard to bring about an understanding, but 
evento him Senator Hill would not disclose 
the tenor of his remarks. It is said that Mr. 
Whitney is sorry now that Cleveland’s letter 
of acceptance was not written before Hill 
made his appearance. Had the letter been 
published before the Senator might have 
modified his remarks to be in consonance 


with the acceptance. As things stand now 
the letter will have to be carefully considered 
and revised, |

WILL HAVE NO FUSION, 


Indiana People’s Party Leaders in Confer- 
ence—Drawing from Democrats. 

InpIANAPoLis, Ind., Sept. 21.—)Special.]— 
The conference of the People’s party County 
Chairmen and other leaders today brought to- 
gether about 150 men. Chairman Taubeneck 
was present. The Chairman made a report on 
the first poll taken and said that a greater 
number of citizens than ever before had re- 
fused to be polled in any party. Especially 
was this true of the employé class, who were 
reported to be reticent under duress of 
employérs. The Chairmen invariably re- 
ported that the Democratic party is furnish- 
ing most of the accessions to the People’s 
party. It was, however, decided by resolu- 
tion that the party would not aid nor encour- 
age either of the old parties in connection 


with an incipient movement looking 
to na fusion with the Democrats 
on Senator. It was generally agreed 


that the party vote would be heaviest in the 
local county contest. A resolution demand- 
ing United States supervisors at each precinct 
polling place was introduced, but failed. The 
conference declared the gerrymander wrong, 
put it was agreed that the work of overthrow- 
ing it should be left to others, meaning the 
Republican party. é 

Chairman Gowdy reesived reports from the 
Republican County Chairmen in session here 
today. With few ex@eptions the reports 
showed that the party in the State is united 
and rapidly acquiring @ perfect organization. 
Chairman Gowdy said of the meeting that it 
confirmed all the former evidences of a sweep- 
ing victory in November. The conference de- 
cided to give leave to the decision of each 
Chairman whether he will cali for United 


States Supervisors or not. 


Will Open at boper’s Union. . 
New York, Sept. 21.+[ Special. |—The first 
general Republican ratification meeting of 
the campaign in this city will be held in 
Cooper Union next Wednesday evening. Ex- 
Senator Platt will preside and speeches will 
be made by Whitelaw Reid, Chauncey M. 
Depew, Warner Miller, and others. The cele- 
bration will be under the direction of the 
State and County committees and will be 
practically the opening of the campaign. 


RAILWAY TELEGRAPHERS STRIKE. 


The Burlington, Cedar Rapids and North- 
ern Men Leave Their Kes. | 

Cepar Raprips, Ia., Sept. 21.—[Special. ]— 
The trouble between tle Burlington, Cedar 
Rapids and Northern railway and its dispatch- 
ers and operators culminated this morning, 
when all the operators along the main line 
and branches left their keys and went on a 
strike. A demand was made some time ago 
for an increase in wages and the adjustment 
of other grievances, whieh the company yes 
terday refused. Chief Ramsey of the Order 
of Railway Telegraphers this morning offered 
to submit the trouble to a board of arbitra- 
tion, and upou the company refusing to do 
this the men were called out. The com- 
pany claims it will be able to conduct 
its business, although trains fwill be some- 
what delayed. It is rumored, however, that 
the strike will extend o other organizations, 
as the conductors 224 «.gsineers will refuse to 
run on orders from “scab’’ operators. The 
strikers left the property in good condition 
and have displayed no violence, and it is be- 
lieved will not, relying upon the justice of 
their cause for public sympathy. 

Burwineton, Ia., Sept. 21.—/ Special. ]—The 
Burlingtoa, Cedar Rapids and Northern tele- 
graph operators at this point, two in number, 
struck at 10 o’elock this morning upon receipt 
of a notice from the officiala of the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers. Ihe business of the 
road proceeds as usual. 

WATERLOO, la., Sept. 21.—[Special. ]—The 
Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern rail- 
way operators in this city struck at 10 o’clock 
this morning. The local operators say they 
have not so much cause for complaint on the 
score of wages as upon the refusal of the com- 
pany to adopt any regulations in regard to 
operators, A man who has been with the 
company for years has no better show for ad- 
vancement than a new man. 


DEBTS OF TWO AND A HALF MILLIONS. 


An Order That Combined Forces with the 
Iron Hall in Trouble Down East. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 21.—[ Special. — The 
American Protective. League, a five-year order 
that purported to pay $1,000, organized in 
1889, was today enjoined from further trans- 
acting business by Justice Aldrich in the Su- 
perior Court. Three suits were brought 
against the order, and the plaintiffs 
are Andre H. Bell, Charles B. Gallord, 
and William H. Savin. The complainants 
declare the order insolvent, owing $2,781,000, 
and having assets of only $101,878; that it has 
$365,000 for expense and general fund, and 
that the officers and directors in three years 
have used $264,000 of it. They further allege 
that the officers have used the corporation for 
purposes of private gain and not for the ben- 
efit of the certificate-holders, and that they 
have negotiated to sell out the concern and 
divide the $91,000 in the expense fund. 
Money, they claim, has been squandered 
and misappropriated in large sums for the 
purpose of influencing legislation in this 
and other States. Justice Aldmch has set 
Thursday next as the day for hearing on receiv- 
ership.

INDICTED FOR MURDER AND RIOT. 


Grand Jury Puts a Serious Aspect on the 
Cases of the Homestead Law Breakers. 
PittssurG, Fa., Sept. 21.—[Special. }—The 

grand jury today returned true bills in all tne 
cases of Homestead strikers brought before 
it. Six collective indictments were handed 
down, three of which were for murder, two 
for aggravated riot,and one for conspiracy. 
There are 167 defendants. Hugh O’Donnell, 
Hugh Ross, and Burgess John MeLuckie are 
named in the six indictments, Mark E. Bald- 
win, pitcher of the Pittsburg club, is one of 
those indicted fur riot. Fifteen are indicted 
for the murder of Silas Waine, a young mill- 
worker, killed bya shot from the cannon used 
by his fellow-strikers in the battle of July 6. 
The same fifteen are also indicted for the 
murder of T. J. Connors,\a Pinkerton de- 
tective from Chicago, while Hugh O'Donnell, 
Hugh Ross, John McLuckie, Edward Burke, 
Jack Clifford, Matthew Foy, William Foy, 
and Jacob Steiner are held responsible for the 
murder of Capt. J. W. Aline of Chicago, who 
was in command of the Pinkerton forces and 
the first man killed in the battle of Home- 
stead. Ninety-one are indicted for riot and 
thirty-nine for conspiracy. About 100 of the 
defendants have been arrested and all but 
three released un bail. The others have fled 
or are in hiding.

TO SWITCH “OUTSIDE” 


ROCK ISLAND WILL MOVE ITS 
YARDS TO BLUE ISLAND. 


There Freight En Route Can Be Trans- 
ferred to and from Other Roads, and 
the Tracks Inside the City Limits Will 
Practically Be Left Free for Passenger 
Trafiic, While Smoking Switch Engines 
and Trains Blockading Streets Will Be 
Things of the Past—The Cost. 


NE of the most im- 
portant moves of the 
7 year in the railroad 
; world came to light 
yesterday by the an- 
nouncement that the 
Chicago, Rock Island 
N and Pacific: railroad 
| company will remove 
its freight transfer 
yards to Blue Island. 
This will take from inside the city limits the 
complicated and enormous switching system 
of the road and do away with the attendant 
smoke and confusion. 
The number of cars actually switched inside 
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the city limits under the new arrangements 
will be next to nothing. Of course some 
freight must be moved from track to track in 
its transit to the down-town freight-houses, 
but this will be reduc to a systematic 


minimum. Absolutely no freight trains 
will be made up in Chicago. 
The nuisance incident to allowing 


freight-trains to stand at the street crossings 
or the delay to street traffic while long trains 
are passing will be a thing of the past. 

Blue Island is nearly sixteen miles from the 
main down-tuwn depot. There is plenty of 
room at Blue Island to extend the new yards 
indefinitely, What is known as the dummy 
branch of the road, which leaves the main 
line at South Englewood, forming a triangle 
west of the main line, joius the latter at Blue 
Island. The new yards will be located half a mile 
north of the Blue Island depot between tho 
„dummy branch“ and the main line, near 
the Burr Oak smelting works. From Blue Isl- 
and tracks will be extended in various direc- 
tions to make connections with the different 
roads entering Chicago. Blue Island will be 
like a hub with spokes running every way.“ 

Passenger Traffic to Get Full Swing. 

The advantages of having the switching 
yards outside the city limits during 
the World’s Fair are incalculable. The 
down-town tracks will be freed from corges- 
tion by freight-trains and almost a clean field 
will be left for passenger traffic. One of the 
most convenient down-town passenger serv- 
ices in the city will be created. Suburban 
traffic can be handled with twice the present 
facility. Trains can be put on to accommo- 
date almost any demands, The Rock Island 
has always been at a disadvantage owing to 
cramped switching facilities. The new yards 
will not only give plenty of room but will 
save the road thousands of dollars and endless 
annoyance, 

Speaking of the new yards, President R. R. 
Cable of the Rock Island said yesterday to a 
reporter for Tue TRIBUNE: 

‘‘The plans for the new yards have not yet 
been perfected, and I can give you only facts 
of a general character regarding the enter- 
prise. It is an important move on the part of 
the Rock Island. The work has been com- 
menced and the new arrangements will be in 
active operation by Jan. 1. There will be an 
outlay somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$250,000. The new yards will hold 3,000 cars 
at onetime. There will be twenty miles of 
track. The yardswill be located a short dis- 
tance this side of Blue Island station. A big 
roundhouse, with a capacity for holding and 
taking care of thirty engines, will be built at 
once. Extensive shops for repairing cars will 
also be built. Numerous transfer houses and 
long sheds for freight will line the tracks for the 
accommodation of business from other roads. 
Only freight destined to stay in Chicago will 
come into the limits. This is properly a 
transfer yard for the special accommodation 
of freight en route. Any one can see ata 
glance what an advantage the new system will 
be. It will be a reliet to us inside the city 
and solve many difficuit problems that have 
been bothering us. A large force of men will 
be put to work on the new enterprise at once.

CHINESE WANT THE LAW REPEALED

They Will Apply to Their Government for 
Relief from Registration. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 21.—There is no 
doubt that the Chinese of this city propose to 
make a fight against the registration act. It 
was learned tonight that the Six Companies 
sent out a committee of seven men this even-

They Were After a Big Prize. 

A million dollars in currency! 

That was the prize for which the train rob- 
bers strove. An appalling loss of human life 
and suffering were the price they were willing 
to pay. They caused a train to leave the 
tracks, and hoped by that means to plunder 
the express car of a million dollars which was 
being transported from the City of Mexico to 
Boston. 

Four men killed and thirty-five men, women, 
and childrep injured are the only results of 
the attempted robbery, for the robbers got 
not a penny of the treasure to secure which 
they imperiled so many lives. | 

The wreck and attempted robbery had 
been carefully and deliberately planned. To 
avoid the possibility of leaving a clew 
behind them the robbers stole the tools 
with which they did their work instead of 
buying them. They stole a crowbar, wrench, 
and sledge-hammer from the tool-house at 
Barclay, three miles west of the scene of their 
work, and with them removed enough of the 
track to cause the disaster. The robbers had 
evidently selected with care the spot at which 
to work. Their precautions were unavailing. 
When the train passed over the weakened 
track the engine went into a ravine, and most 
of the cars were piled above the locomotive 
and express-car, burying the latter and its 
treasure so deep as to require several hours’ 
digging to reach it. 

The engine, when it bossed over the loosened 
rail, left the track, swayed to and fro for an 
instant, and then toppled over. The engineer 
and fireman had no warning of their dread- 
ful fate and no chance for their lives. They 
must have been kilied instantly. The express 
messenger and express guardsman were 
equally unprepared and they were killed in 


their car. 
Not a Passenger Killed. 


There were 250 passengers on the train, but 
not one was killed. How they escaped death 
seems miraculous. The cars were piled one 
on another and made a mass of lumber and 
twisted iron in which it seemed impossible 
for any being to have escaped death. 

When the work of rescue was completed,

alive, though several were badly injured. _ 

The train was derailed by men familiar 
with the affairs of the Welle-Fargo Express 
company. There was in the 1 1 an 
frot-bound box which contained the $1,000,000 
in currency. It was being sent ji the Mexi- 
can Central railway to its headquarters in 
Boston. The box was guarded by three extra 
messengers. The box was found underneath 
ihe wreck today and taken to Osage City,

Even before the Santa Fé officials had of- 
fered the reward of $1.000 for the capture of 
the robbers several posses com of men 
from Barclay and Dodge City had started in 
all directions to run down the wreckers. De- 
tectives in the employ of the railway and ex- 

companies joined the search later. The 
orrible nature of the crime has excited the 
people to a frenzy, and the wreckers, 
if caught, ‘will doubtless be hanged. 
The express train left Barclay, five miles 
west of the scene of the wreck, on time. The 
track is down grade at this point. The train 
was very heavy, consisting of the regular bag- 
gage und express cars, two day coaches, two 
chair cars, one tourist sleeping car, and three 
Pullman sleeping cars. It had attained a 
speed of fifty miles an hour when it reached 
the place where the robbers had laid their trap. 

Two east-bound freight trains had passed 
over the road five minutes before and were 
waiting for the passenger to pass at Osage 
City. The engineer of the passenger train 
felt confident that the track was safe and the 
train was permitted to attain on the down 
grade the maximum speed alléwed by the 
schedule. Within the tive minutes of the 
passing of the last freight train and the com- 
ing of the ill-fated passenger train the spikes 
had been withdrawn from the ties and the fish- 
plates at one end of the rail removed. The 
rail was pried out of place in such a manner 
that the engine was sure to leave the track 
when it struck the place. This was just 
where a small ravine is crossed by a trestle 
bridge. 2 a eek 

engine was buried almost out of sight. 
Two of the cars were telescoped, but did not 
go over the bank, which is not to exceed three 
feet in height. 

The engine left the track and turned over 
in the ravine. The baggage and express cars 
and the three day coaches followed and were 
piled in a mass on the locomotive. The 
fourth coach, a reclining-chair car, rolled over 
on its side, breaking the front end of the tour- 
ist sleeper, which was behind it. The Pull- 
man-car remained uninjured. The seats, 
baggage, passengers, and stoves were scat- 
te about in indescribable confusion. 

The frightful shock awoke the passengers 
in the Pullman coaches, Without waiting to 
‘dress they began to rescue those in distress. 
It is impossible to explain how so many 
escaped injury. Of the.250 passengers on the 
train nearly two hundred were in the day 
coaches and tourist sleeping car. The express 
and baggage cars could not be distinguished 
and the engine was balf hidden from view by 
the fourth coach, which had piled on top of it. 

Wrecking trains were sent from Topeka and 
Emporia and the passengers brought to this 


city.

The Work of Rescue. 

Maj. W. H. Llewellyn, the Santa Fé live 
stock agent at Las Cruces, N. M., who was on 
the train, says: ‘‘I was awake when the 
wreck happened. We were going about fifty 
miles an hour. The jolt was terrific and all 
of the cars left the track except ours and the 
one-back of us. It was the worst wreck I ever 
saw. The front coaches were all piled ina 
heap and were reduced to eee. 
There were twelve cars in the train. think 
there must have been about 250 people on 
board, many of them women accompanied by 
children. I do not see how so many escaped. 
They all acted admirably and worked with a 
vim to help the unfortunate. 

It is singular that the train did not catch 
fire, for it was piled up on top of the engine. 
The night was dark and we tore rails off the 
fence to use them for torches. It was hard 
work getting some of the people out. One 

woman was caught between two chair- 
cars and it took a long while to extricate her. 
After we had rescued her she went back after 
her pocketbook. I took especial pains to find 
out the cause of the wreck. I found that four 
bolts had been taken from the fishplate which 
holds the rails together. The rail was left in 
place, but with no support. The engine was 
actually buried neafly out of sight. The 

r fireman was buried under it. 

The million dollars in currency belonging 
to the Mexican Central rail way was in a wood- 
en box three feet long ribbed with iron. 
Capt. Baird and I took charge of it till we got 
to Osage City; there we turned it over to the 
City Marshal. He in turn delivered it to a 
Weils-Fargo man from Topeka. 

The track at the place where the wreck oc- 
curred is excellent, with rock ballast and 
steel rail. There is an upgrade there 
for nearly a quarter of a mile. 
My theory is that whoever caused 
the wreck did not anticipate that it would be 
such a bad one, as it was at the top of the 
grade. They thought we would be going slow. 
They were probably after that million dol- 
lara. There were also in the express car three 
combination ‘safes containing bonds and 
money. I did not see any one around the ex- 
press car after the wreck, but it was buried so 
deep that any robbers could not have found it 
if they wanted to.

The news was taken to Mr. Blomberg, who 
is a contractor in Lake View, as soon as possi- 
ble. He said he had not seen his son for 
eleven years, and that the young man during 
that time had married and entered the service 
of the Welis-Fargo company at El Paso. His 
widow has never met her husband’s relatives. 
Mr. Blomberg had a picture of his son, show- 

. ing a tine figure ana looking faze. He 
was about 29 years old. The father says he 
will respect the wishes of his son’s widow 
about the disposition of the remains, but pre- 
fers to have the remains buried in Kansas 
City, where some of the family are interred 


now. 
K. A. Wells, Superintendent of the Wells- 
Fargo Express company. said that Blomber 
had been sent by Mr. Davis, the company’s 
El Paso agent, to guard a shipmeat of silver 
bultion consigned to the Kansas City Consoli- 
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President Allen Manvel of the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé railway received reports 
of the wreck by wire yesterday and this morn- 
ing will get a full summary of the details by 
mail from H. R. Nickerson, General Superin- 
tendent at Topeka. The reports to Mr. Man- 
vel say the wreck occurred about half-way be- 
tween Osage City and Barclay at 3:30 0 clock 
a. m. yesterday. | City is thirty-four 
miles west of Topeka and 101 miles west of 
Kansas City. The train was due at Kansas 
City at 7 a. m. and was running about thirty 
miles an hour. A rail had been removed 
from the track, the company's tool- 
house near by having been broken open 
and the tools used in 9 the rail. A 
claw hammer, marked “A. I. and S. F., 
which had been used in drawing the spikes, 
was found near the track where the wreck 
occurred. The three Pullman coaches re- 
mained on the track, but the tourists’ sleeping 
car just ahead of them was badly damaged. 
The two day coaches, baggage express, and 
mail cars all left the track and were destroyed. 

The official repart to Mr. Manvel says the 
engineer, fireman, express messengers, and 
express guards were killed and thirty others 
badly injured. The injured passengers were 
taken by special train to Topeka, where the 
company has a hospital. 

Mr. Manve! said that the company’s officers 
have no idea who could have removed the 
rail and caused the wreck. It could not have 
been by employés, he said, and the officers of 
the company have no suspicions and are en- 
tirely at loss, | 

A. A. Robinson, General Manager of the 
road at Topeka, yesterday offered a reward 
for the capture of the persons who removed 
the rail. He also telegraphed Mr. Manvel 
that, though the train had silver bullion 
aboard, he knew of no efforts to rob the ex- 
press-car or passengers. No one was about 
the place besides the passengers and train- 
men. 


HE STILL MAINTAINS HIS OPINION, 


Senator Davis Will Not Retract His Ca- 
. hensly Utterances, 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Sept. 21.—[Special.]— 
Senator C. K. Davis was interviewed today on 
the resolutions adopted by the German Cath- 
olic benevolent societies at Dubuque last 
Tuesday requesting him to withdraw certain 
accusations alleged to have been made in his 
Senate speech on the Chinese Exclusion bill 
and the Cahensly conspiracy, and in case 
he refused threatening to appeal to the 
Catholic brothers in Minnesota to use all hon- 
orable means to prevent Senator Davis’ 
reélection. Hesaid: 1 made that speech 
in tne spirit of an American citizen and under 
the most irresistable conclusions of public 
duty. I hold that this is one nation, undivis- 
able and exempt; from any attempt by 
foreign powers to influence our institutions 
or our destiny by making this country the 
settling place of foreign colonies for the pur- 
pose of subjecting the United States to the 
political intrigues, of monarchical govern- 
ments.“ 

Speaking of the matter Archbishop Ireland 
Ret J was more than surprised to read the 
dispatches and am still inclined to believe 
that no such resolutions were or will be adopt- 
ed. Senator Davis and others who have op- 
posed Cahensly never for a moment thought. 
of the German Catholics of ,America, for 
those are supposed to be loyal Americans op- 
posed to Cahenslyigm. Cahensly made a great 
mistake when he proposed to interfere with 
the affairs of the American Church, especially 
in view of the fact that he is an outsider and a 
foreigner. Cahensly was not content to mix 
himself up with the religious affairs of Ameri- 
cans, but he made ef this interference a polit- 
ical matter. Cahénsly’s whole language is an 
insult to our National honor. Mr. Davis, as 
an American statesman, did well in 
repelling all such foreign attacks. 
and all Americans will applaud his 
action. By adopting the resolutions in ques- 
tion the German Catholics assembled in Du- 
buque would be putting themselves in direct 
opposition to the Catholic heirarchy of this 
country and of the Holy See. The Cahensly 
memorial stands condemned by both church 
and state, as it deserves to be, and those who 
would raise a defenge of it would show thern- 
selves disloyal Americans and. disobedient 
Catholics.

Applicants for Admission to the Freshman

Dr. Thomas J. Lawrence, university exten- 
sion professor of ‘history and international 
law, arrived last night from England, From 
1883 to 1885 he was deputy professor of inter- 
national law in his alma mater, and during the 
following six years was lecturer in maritime 
law at the Royal Naval College, Greenwich. 
During the last year he has been staff lecturer 
of the Cambridge University and Secretary 
and Chairman of the Cambridge University 
Extension Lecturers’ Union. 

He will appear first in the University of 
Chicago extension work Friday evening, Oct. 
7, at La Salle. 

Dr. Alice Freeman Palmer, head Dean of 
Women in the graduate school, university, 
and academic colleges, reached the city late 
Tuesday nignt, and will enter upon her offi- 
cial duties this morning. Mrs. Palmer is an 
alumna of Michigan University of the class 
of 76. Her eight years’ connection with 
Wellesley College as professor and President 
placed her among the leading women of 
America. She is one of the . 
Educational Commission for the World's 
Fair, and is a delegate to the dedicatory ex- 
ercises next month. Her office will be 
permanently located at Hotel Beatrice. 

Miss Marion Talbot, Assistant Professor of 
Sanitary Science and Dean of Women in the 
University College; came with Mrs. Palmer 
and will be located at Hotel Beatrice. 

Prof. William Gardner Hale, head Pro- 
fessor of Latin, arrived yesterday. He was 
Professor of the Latin Language and Litera- 
ture at Cornell University, which position he 
resigned to come to Chicago. He is associate 
editor of the Classieal Review.

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FATE OF THIRTEEN PERSONS ON 
THE FORT WAYNE RAILROAD. 


Eight Others Injured in a Crash Near 
Shreve, O.—Chicago Express No. 8 Runs 
Into a Freight-Train, Cars Are Tele- 
scoped and Overturned, Men, Women, 
and Children Imprisoned, and Then 
Tongues of Flame Complete the Work 
Wh.le Bystanders Are Helpless. 

Wooster, O., Sept. 21.—By a collision be- 
tween the Chicago express and a freight-train 
at Shreve, Wayne County, early this morning 
thirteen persons were killed and eight injured.

Crashed Into a Freight. 

The Chicago express known as train No. 8 
ran into the first section of freight train No. 
75. The express was approaching at full speed 
when the freight, which had been 
lying on a siding, was drawn out 
on the main track. It is thought the 
engineer of the freight train did not under- 
stand his orders. Both engines were thrown 
into the ditch and ground into a shapeless 
mass. They were followed by six cars of the 
express train, including the postal car, two 
express cars, the baggage car, the smoking 
car, and one coach, together with five of the 
freight cars. The wrecked cars were destroyed 
by fire. One coach and the sleeping cars on 
the express train were not wrecked and es- 
caped the flames. 

The force of the collision must have been 
terrific. as the postal, express and smoking 
cars were telescoped, There were five clerks 
at work in the postal-car, and three were in- 
stantly killed. i 

The fire communicated from the fire-box of 
the engine to the postal car, and in a short 
time the car was a blazing mass. From there 
the flames swept to the two express-cars, and 
before the passengers succeeded in checking 
the fiery element the baggage-car, the smok- 
ing-car, and a day coach were reduced to 
ashes. The only cars that escaped the flames 
were the three Pullman coaches and a pay-car 
which was attached to the rear. 

Fire Added Its Terror, 


The residents of Shreve were asleep when 
the collision took place, but they were quickly 
aroused and were not long in comprehending 
what had happened. The glare of the flames 
from the burning cars alarmed them and they 
hurried to the rescue of the imprisoned pas- 
sengers. Many of thecitizens secur2d buckets 
and helped the passengers to extinguish the 
flames. ‘The local physicians also hastened to 
do what they could to allay the suff+rings of 
the injured passengers extricated from the 
wreck. 

All attention at first was paid to the pas- 
sengers imprisoned in the burning smoking- 
car and day coach. Two or three of them 
were pinioned down by broken timbers and 
were powerless to move. They made desperate 
efforts to free themselves as the flames swept 
towards them, and their cries for help were 
heartrending. All that could be done was 
being done, but the fire swept upon the res- 
cuers so quickly that they finally had to stand 
back while the helpless victims perished before 
their eyes. 

The bodies of the dead that were saved from 
cremation were laid out on the ground a short 
distance from the wreck and were covered 
with blankets. The injured were cared for by 
the citizens of Shreve. 

The injured passengers were removed to 
hastily improvised hospitals at Wooster and 
Shreve, and were given the best of attention. 
The passengers that were able to travel were 
taken to Alliance for breakfast and carried to 
Pittsburg on a special train at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon. 

Roasted to Death. 

Jacob Weitman of Shreve, who was a pas- 
songer on the train, said that he was 
asleep when he was aroused by the shock of 
the collision. There was a terrible rumbling 
nuise, be said, and almost instantly the air 
was filled with cries and screams for help. 
He was pinned to the floorof thecar by 
wreckage, but with great difficulty he finally 
freed himself and went with others to the aid 
of a woman who with her child was held by 
the heavy timbers. They worked with might 
and main to rescue the two, but were 
finally driven back by the flames and 
compelled to leave the woman and child to 
their fate. Mr. Weltman said the cries that 
came from the imprisoned people were such 
as he can never forget. The tireman on the 
freight train must have had a horrible death, 
as he was caught in the cab and his burned 
body dangled in the air in view of the 
huudreds who visited the scene, the wreckers 
being unable to get at it because 
of the heat. The poor postal elerks, impris- 
oned in the mail-cars which were thrown upon 
the passenger engine, had no chance to es- 
cape, and they were doubtless all burned to 
death. All the fatalities occurred in the two 
locomotives, the postal and smoking cars, and 
the day coach. The sleepers did not leave the 
track, and the passengers, beyond a shaking, 
escaped injury. 


A HEAVILY LOADED TRAIN, 


Twelve Cars, Including Three Pullman 
and a Dining Coach. 

Express train No. 8 on tne Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago railway left the Union 
Depot in Chicago at 3:15 o' clock Tuesday 
atternoon. The train was made up of twelve 
cars, one postal car in charge of G. C. Mann 
of Columbiana, O., chief clerk, two through 
New York express-cars, one baggage-car in 
charge of Baggageman 8. Clark, three day 
coaches, one dining-car, three Pullinan sleep- 
ing-cars, and the company pay-car with Pay- 
master J. H. Frederick and his assistant Hills 
on board. They had been paying employés 
in Chicago since Saturday and were returning 
to Pittsourg. The train was heavily loaded. 

Shreve, O., where the wreck occurred, is 144 
miles west of Pittsburg and 823 miles from 
Chicago. Trains on the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago line due to depart since 
the wreck happened were sent out on time, 
and no official reports of delays have been re- 
ceived, though an unofficial report says the 
limited express which left Chicago Tuesday 
evening was held at Fort Wayneseveral hours. 

George C. Mann lived at No. 457 South Robey 
street. He was 47 years old and leaves a wife. 
For fourteen years he had been in the govern- 
ment service, He started as postal clerk on 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern rail- 
road, Afterwards he served in the rail way 
mail service in the Government Building. 
During President Cleveland’s Administration 
he was disinissed, but when Harrison was 
elected President he was reinstated. A year 
ago he bought the house and lot where he 
lived, and was thinking of leaving the service. 


PACIFIC EXPRESS IN COLLISION, 


Fireman Killed and Several Trainmen 
Seriously Injured. 

LANcasTER, Pa., Sept. 21.—The second sec- 
tion of, the Pacific express was about taking 
the siding at Rheems station today and was 
running slowly when a collision with a freight 
occurred. Both engines were completely de- 
molished and the express cars of both trains 
telescoped, but the other cars of both trains 
kept the track and the passengers escaped 
with a severe shaking up.

WORK OF A DEFECTIVE SWITOH. 


It Wrecks a Suburban Northwestern Train 
— Engineer and Fireman Slightly Hurt. 
A defective switch staff caused suburban 

passenger train No. 34 on the Northwestern 

railroad to run into an open switch 500 feet 
north of the Evanston depot at 7 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. A train had passed the 
same switch safely five minutes before. 
Engineer J. Cantlon noticed that the switch 
was turned, reversed his lever, and 
applied the air-brakes, but the distance 
was too short and he could not prevent a col- 
lision with some empty passenger coaches 
standing on the side track on to which his 
engine was switched, The locomotive tele- 
scoped an einpty passenger coach and its cab 
was demolished and the smokestack and up- 
per works carried away. Engineer Cantlon 
and his fireman were buried in the wreck but 
escaped with nothing more serious than 
bruises. No one was injured and few 
of the passengers knew that an accident 
had occurred until they looked out to see why 
the train stopped so long. A bolt had fallen 
out from the mechanism of the switch, which 
allowed it to turn while the target remained 
at the position of main line clear,“ thus mis- 
guiding the engineer. While the wreckage 
was being cleared trains were sent around by 
the Montrose cut-off from North Evanston. 
Engineer Cantlon was removed to his home. 


CONTRACT LET FORA LAKE STEAMER. 


The Boat Will Be Something of a Novelty 
in Fresh Water Navigation, 

The contract by which the Chicago Ship- 
building company will build a magnificent 
steel passenger steamer for the Lake Michigan 
and Lake Superior Transportation company 
was signed yesterday. Work will begin at the 
Calumet shipyard immediately on the new 
boat. Its costs is to exceed $300,000, and it is 
to be ready for service June 1, 1898. The di- 
mensions of the steamer will be 275 feet keel, 
295 feet over all, 42 feet beam, and 2444 feet 
deep from spar deck, and 32 feet from hurri- 
cane deck. 

In the arrangement of cabin and staterooms 
the eS innovation on accepted models 
for lake passenger boats will be made. The 
main cabin extends from the stern about two- 
thirds the length of the boat. It will be lined 
on either side with a double tier of state- 
rooins, entrance te which will be from pas- 
sageways opening into the main cabin. The 
outer row of cabins will be flush with the side 
of the boat, there being no promenade on the 
main deck, as is usual on lake steamers. 
A stairway leads from the main saloon to the 
hurricane deck, opening into a wide passage- 
way extending the length of the deck, state- 
rooms will be located on both sides of this 
passageway. Forward of the staterooms will 
be the smoking-room. Out on the hurricane 
deck, on ejther side of the staterooms, will be 
a promenade, 13%¢ feet wide and about 275 
feet long. This will be covered with awnings. 
The dining-room, forward of the main cabin, 
will extend the full width of the ship and will 
be about 50 feet long. f 

Hardwood finishing will be used throughout 
the steamer. The main saloon will be in ma- 
hogany and the dining-room in birch. The 
ship wili be lighted throughout with elec- 
tricity. The steamer will have seven water- 
tight bulkheads. Bunkers for 250 tons of tuel 
will be provided. The boat will have state- 
room accommodations for 400 passengers, and 
will also carry 1,500 tons of freight. In gen 
eral outline the boat will be unlike anything 
now afloat on the lakes, and will be guaran- 
teed to make seventeen miles an hour. 

When the steamer leaves the shipyard next 
June it will go directly on the run between 
Chicago, Mackinac Island, and Sault St. 
Marie in connection with the other steamers 
of the Lake Superior line. It is expected to 
make two round trips.a week. 

Yesterday’s contract insures a busy winter 
at the Calumet yard. 


DAY FOR PRIZE SHOOTING CHANGED. 


Army Marksmen Will Begin Competition 
Oct. 3—National Guard to Take Part. 

Capt. Frank P. Baldwin, who has charge of 
the regular army competitive shooting at Fort 
Sheridan, has changed the opening day from 
Sept. 30 to Oct. 3, Preliminary practice will 
begin Monday morning next, when thirty-two 
officers and over 100 enlisted men will be on 
the grounds. Some of the large business 
houses in the country are taking a lively in- 
terest in the matter, and assurances in suf- 
ficient number of special prizes to be given 
by them have been received to warrant in- 
viting the National Guard to compete for 
some of the special prizes. Accordingly no- 
tice was given yesterday that the National 
Guard was entitled to take part. The invita- 
tion will doubtless be accepted, as there are 
some crack shots in the militia regiments 
here. Last year they carried off three prizes. 

Nine special prizes have thus far been re- 
ceived and several more are expected, Those 
received are two gold prizes, presented hy the 
Times; one gold prize, presented by A. G.

WEAVER SPEAKS UNDER DIFFI- 
CULTIES AT ALBANY, GA, 


No Violence Offered, but He Ig Subjected 
to a Constant Fire of Interruption—Al- 
liance Men Ready to Fight—Mrs. Lease 
Fares but Little Better~Wallace H. 


Phelps Deserts the Democracy—Altgeld” 


Attempts a Reply to Gov. Fifer—Cullom 
Taiks of Honest Money. 


ALnaxx, Ga., Sept. 21,—[Special. ]|—The Ex- 
ecutive committee of the third party did not 
show much discretion in making appoint- 
ments for Gen. Weaver at Way Cross and Al- 
bany. There are exceedingly few Alliance 
men in Ware County, of which Way Cross is the 
seat, and in this, Dougherty County, not a 
white man is on record as of third party 
views. Weaver was pushed to the front to 
speak where local sentiment was against him. 
The meetings were held in halls, thus prevent- 
ing to a great degree interruptions and un- 
pleasant episodes, The General and his party 
came over to Albany this afternoon and re- 
ported a pleasant and enjoyable time at Way 
Cross. A crowd had come over from Ala- 
bama to hear the General, and local senti- 
ment was decidedly against the visitors. 
About three-quarters of the population of 
Dougherty County are negroes. Many of 
these, in fact nearly all, are disfranchised ow- 
ing to their failure to comply with the provi- 
sions of the constitution and pay their 
taxes. The town crier, a tall raw-boned 
negro, walked through the streets of the town 
ringing a cow bell and in stentorian tones 
giving verbal notice of the supplementary 
proceedings. Jack Carter, the colored orator 
who was to follow Gen. Weaver, is quite a 
character in this part of Georgia. Carter is 
in favor of the Republican Electoral ticket 
and Northen for Governor. The object was 
of course to humiliate the General by 
him with a negro. In 
front of the Mayo House on a broad 
piazza the General stood and addressed a 
crowd of 500 peopie. About a hundred and 
fifty were third party men and the remainder, 
or such of them as were voters, belonged to 
the Democrats, The General led off in pretty 
much the same way as hedid at Birmingham 
and Way Cross. He recognized the fact there 
was an unruly sentiment in the crowd and 
seemed rather to enjoy it. A man in the 
throng propounded some vexatious questions, 
but the General settled him by saying: Nov, 
brother, lam going to speak; you must not 
and shall not interrupt me. There is a police- 
man at your elbow and he must remove you if 
you persist in what you are doing. 

Again Took Up Pulaski, 

The General went into the Pulaski episode 
about as hedid yesterday. Pretty soon he and 
Mr. Horton, the young man from the Atlanta 
Journal who made the Pulaski investigation, 
came to an issue. The General said the gen- 
tleman had said yesterday the Ballentine 
family with whom he boarded at Pulaski had 
spoken kindly of him. 

Mr. Horton said: I made the publication 
on affidavits and sworn statements which I be- 
lieved to be true and still think to be true. 

The crowd howled alternatelv for the Jour- 
nal man and the General, and Weaver asked 
Horton if he had not heard in Pulaski that 
he had been good and kind to the Ballen- 
tines. 

Mr. Horton said he had heard so from one 
person, but nota member of the Ballentine 
family. 7 

Then why did you not say so?” thundered 
the General. The General went on as best 
he could, but the interruptions were quite fre- 
quent. Many there were who were not in ac- 
cord with him. Local papers had taken up 
the Pulaski matter and the town was as hot 
as a bake oven against him. 

Is the war over with you brethren?” he 
asked. 

Les.“ Tes, was the reply. 

The General said if the people of the North 
could see what was going on at this meeting 
the North would be consolidated. It was 
thought to bring about a feeling which would 
do away with this acrimonious idea. For ten 
minutes he ran along as best he could. This 
bitterness, he said, must pass away in time. 
I know you will feel ashamed of not listen- 
ing to what I have tosay. When Gen. Field, 
ex-Confederate soldier, goes North there will 
be no crowd to hoot him.“ He had a little to 
say about free coinage, but did not give it as 
much attention as is his custom. Presently 
the Alliance men in the crowd plucked up 
some courage and gave the General some sub- 
stantial backing and applause. 

Mrs. Lease Settled Him. 

Mrs. Lease settled the first man who broke 
in on her speech with the clinched, “ You 
will please keep quiet, sir, you are not a 
Georgian.“ She seemed to get along a good 
deal better than the General and made more 
of a success with the crowd. She followed 
the same line as at Way Cross yesterday, and 
although she did not receive any great amount 
of applause she made pretty good headway. 

„Give me a chance, she said; a woman 
will have the last word. There are less rascality | 
and robbery among Democrats because the 
party has not been in power long enough at a 
time.“ 

This was a pretty hard punch, but Mary 
Ellen kept right in the middle of the road at- 
tending to her knitting. The Northern people 
were told Gen. Field had said he had butchered 
more Yankees than anybody, and was sorry 
he had not killed more. It was the same course 
being pursued by the Democrats of the South 
against Weaver. She spoke on the tariff fora 
time. Land monopolies by individuals or 
corporations came in for ascoring. There 
were more evictions in New York in a year 
than in Ireland. Farming did not pay the 
owner of the land: the product went to the 
mortgagees every time. 

She passed on to the discussion of the sil- 
ver question on the old time-honored Alliance 
lines. The national banking system came in 
for a denunciation. This seemed to please 
the audience and she was not interrupted 
while talking on this topic. She had reasona- 
bly respectful attention as she spoke of gov- 
ernmental control of railroads. She finished 
her speech presently and in company with the 
General and Mrs. Weaver left the stand, re- 
turning to the hotel, 

J. W. Walters, Presidential Elector on the 
Democratic ticket, at once began a speech and 
introduced Jack Carter. Carter, then sailed 
in with the conventional negro speech one 
always hears at national conventions. It was 
a curious condition of affairs to see the 
audience cheer this coal black negro as he 
slurred the General and Mrs. Lease. He 
commended the Republican nat:onal ticket 
to the negro vote, but said he was for Northen 
for Governor as against Peek. 

It will be a hundred and forty years,“ 
said Carter, before Brother Weaver gets to 
the White House, and when he does he ought 
to make Sistah Lease Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, for this is as talented a woman as was 
ever heard.“ 

Darkness had come when the negro con- 
cluded his remarks and the crowd dispersed. 
A troublesome element was in the crowd, but 
the Albany police knew its business and heid 
the warlike sperts in subjection. A single 
blow in the meeting would have made a 
bloody riot in an instant. A lot of Alabama 
Third party men had come over to the meet- 
ing aud they were fixed, so to speak. So were 
many of the Democrats. Tomorrow the Gen- 
eral speaks at Columbus. His meeting may 
be a trifle ternpestuous, but he will, it is be- 
lieved, have a more respectful hearing than 
he had today. ‘This has been a rocky one for 
the Alliance bodies. 


CANDIDATE ALTGELD GROWS WARM. 


He Flinches Under Fifer’s Lashing—Repeats 
Himself at Rock Island. 

Rock ISLAND, III., Sept. 21.—[Special. |— 
It remained for the Governor of this great 
State to first introduce mud-slinging and per- 
sonalities into this campaign, Candidate Alt- 
geld remarked in his speech at Harper’s The- 
ater tonight.

SENATOR VILAS DODGES THE ISSUE, 


He Argues the “Wisconsin Gerrymander 
Case—No Right to Sue. 

MApison, Wis., Sept. 21.— Special. ]—C. E. 
Estabrook occupied the attention of the Su- 
preme Court iu gerrymander suit No, 2 when 
the worning session opened. His argument 
was addressed especially to the unequal ap- 
portionment of the State under the act of 
1892, At the conclusion of the Estabrook ar- 
gument Senator William F. Vilas opened the 
case for the defense. He made no attempt to 
defend the constitutionslity of the act, but 
devoted his attention mainiy to the question 
of the right of the relator to bring action with- 
— the consent of the Attorney-General. He 
said: 

The State is not the representative of any one. 
but of all. It does not respond to the wishes of 
one, but its officers must bo governed by the com- 
mon interest of all, and while their performance 
of the duties charged upon them by the laws may 


be enforced no individual can take the perform- 
ance of them upon himself withwut law. To 
grant the right of a poten not specially interest- 
ed to sue for the writ of 2—— would be to 
acknowledge in the individual a greater right 
than to sue himself. Another reason why the re- 
lator’s proceeding should be dismissed is because 
it is 2 its face in every aspect a political ac- 
tion, designed only to invite the intervention of 
the court to effect a political object, not to pro- 
tect the relator from any threatened invasion of 
any right which the judicial tribunes were estab- 
lished to guard.

THE UNDERWOOD-GREEN SCHEMR 
TAKING DEFINITE SHAPE. 


Articles of Incorporation of the Elevated 
Terminal Railway of Chicago Are Fileg 
at Springfield—The Plan Is to Have the 
Alley IL.“ the Lake Street “L,” and 

the Metropolitan L“ Unite ina Down, 
Town Loop—Right of Way, Secured ana 
Prospective—Interesting Details, 


Articles of incorporation of the Elevated 
Terminal railway of Chicago were tiled at 
Springfield yesterday. The papers state that 
the purpose is to build a railroad beginning at 
a point north of Washington street, between 
Fifth avenue and the Chicago River, to 2 
point between Adams and Polk streets ; 
thence toa point between State street and 
the lake; thence to some point north of 
Randolph street on the 
and the Chicago River on the 
north; thence westerly or southwesterly 
to the place of beginning. The capital stock 
is placed at $7,500,000. The incorporators 
named are Walter C. Gunn, John H. Miller, 
Andrew Gillespie, Paul Brown, and Wiliam 
G. Adams. But the real orgauizers are Under. 
wood & Green, the promoters whose efforts to 
float the bonds of the Lake Street “L” road 
were described in Tue Tripune last month, 

The scheme as they describe it would seem 
to be one of the boldest undertaken im Chica. 
go for a long time. It contemplates what 
amounts substantially to a traffic union be 
tween the Alley L.,“ Metropolitan IL.“ and 
Lake street L' by means of the last-named 
company's down-town franchise. 

It is proposed.“ said Mr. Green last night, 
“to sogregate from the main stem the fran. 
chise held by the Lake street ‘L’ to build 
through the alleys between Randolph and 

ke and Lake and South Water as far as the 
alley between Michigan and Wabash avenues, 
Joined to this in the Elevated Terminal Rail. 
way company will be the right to build on 
Market street, which has been obtained by 
the company. We are reasonably assured 
that we can gain consent to build «a 
considerable distance south on Market street.

NOT A VICTORY FOR COSGROVE. 


William J. Hynes Gives His Idea of the 
Settlement of the Jerome Will Case. 
By authority of William J. Hynes the set- 
tlement of the Jerome will case assumes a 
different complexion from that indicated by 
the report published yesterday. The settle- 
ment, says Mr. Hynes, was far from a victory 
for John C. Cosgrove. Attorney Hynes repre- 
sented the Jerome heirs and said concerning 


the mutter: 

The will which Cosgrove and McElligott 
were convicted of forging had no part or 
parcel in the settlement of the case. The sole 
and main cause of the settlement was an op- 
tion which Cosgrove claimed to have obtained 
from Mrs. Jerome. It was in the form ofa 

paper signed by her and purporting to bea 
ninety-nine years’ lease of the premises at the 
southwest corner: f State and Quincy streets. 
Provided the validity of this option could be 
established it would .be worth to Cosgrove at 
least $100,000. I never felt certain that its 
validity could not be established, and there- 

fore advised the heirs to settle it, if possible. 
In simple the settlement of 
whole matter was this: We 
Cosgrove $44,500 and a release 
$5,500 worth of notes and judgments against 
him. In consideration of this he released all 
claims to his option and a decree annulling it 
was entered. Further than this, he dismissed 
his appeal from the decision of the Probate 
Court refusing the probation of the so-called 
furged will, The statement that he was giv- 
en the $30,000. bequeathed his children by the 
‘will and $20,000 extra as compensation for 
criminal orosecutiou is absolutely false. Nei- 
ther wes the settlement an admission by us 
that the will was genuine. It stands, as we 
see it, with the stamp of forgery upon it. He 
was convicted of that crime, and whether or 
not the case is tried again in the Criminal 
Court depends entirely upon the State.

NEW ELECTRIC CARRIAGE, 


The First One Ever Run by Simple Pri- 
mary Cells—Practieal and Economical. 

A new electric carriage with four persous 
occupying seats was run-from Halsted street 
and Jackson boulevard to Douglas Park yes- 
terday afternoon, It is the first electric car- 
riage ever run by simple primary cells in 
preference to storage batteries. 

The carriage is built after the latest style of 
body with large pneumatic tired wheels. It 
is mounted throughout with full ball bearings 
and the mechanical arrangement is so perfect 
that it takes only one-fifteenth of a horse 
power to start it off with four people from a 
deadstop. Withthe primary cells the electricity 
is generated as the carriage "noves at much 
less expense and weight than is required with 
the storage batteries. 

The practical feature of the carriage is the 
ingenious plan devised by W. 0. Worth for 
emptying and cuarging tne cells in a few min- 
utes without inconvenience.

Chicago Health Officers Notify Milk Deal- 
ers in No Uncertain Way. 

Inspector Hayti yesterday morning sent men 
out to serve notices upon milk dealers who 
are known to be feeding their cows on distil- 
lery slops. The dealers will be informed that 
the practice must be stopped immediately 
and that the penalty for any future offense 
will be the destruction of their business by 
the authorities.

J. FRED NELSON FOUND DEAD IN BED. 


A Letter Lying Near by Indicated That He 
Died from Heart Disease. 

J. Fred Nelson, said to be a theatrical man 
of some prominence and a nephew of J. R. 
Dougall of the Montreal (Canada) Witness, 
was found dead last night at 7:30° o’clock at 
Hotel Dearborn on State street. A letter was 
found addressed to some unknown person 
which indicated that he was a sufferer from 
heart disease. The letter among other things 
said: 

Dr. T. says I have heart disease, and am liable 
to die gt any time. It's all nonsense I told him. 
I'll hang on for a while yet. Still he may be 
right. You kndw how often we have discussed 
the subject of cremation. If anything should 
happen for science’s sake don't let them bury me. 
But that talk is all rot. Iam as good as ten dead 
men yet, and if the thing I have in mind goes will 
make a lot of money before | do croak. 

The letter had not been folded, and there 
was no address on the envelope lying near by. 
Two letters lying on the table were sealed and 
addressed to the Rev. Mr. Greenbune, Gene- 
seo, III., and the other to Ben McCullough, 
Cotton Exchange, St. Louis. A memorandum 
book was found in his coat which showed that 
he had been the leading tenor in the 
Crocker dramatic company of New York, and 
also the Clarke and Olni English opera com- 
pany which had played for a short time at the 
Standard Theater in New York. 

Nelson had been at the hotel three months, 
and the last place in which he played in Chicago 
was at the Alhambra ‘Theater a short time 
ago. Lesterdky he went to bed at 3 a. m. 
and seemed to be in good health at that time. 
His body was taken to the morgue, where an 
investigation will be had this morning. 


HOLD A RATHER STORMY MEETING, 


Officers of the American Protective Associa- 
tion Ejected from the Gathering Place.

FORSANITARY RELIEF 


THE DRAINAGE BUARD ADOPTS 
“THE TRIBUNE’S” SCHEME. 


What Cooley, Wenter, Eckhart, and Their 
Supporters Considered “ Preposterous” 
and “Unpractical” Becomes the Policy 
of the Commissioners — Enlarging the 
Canal Between Bridgeport and Summit 
and Pumping Water at Summit an 
Additional Outlet—Other Local News, 


After dodging the problem for nine months 
and objecting to and obstructing every pro- 
posal that tended toa satisfactory solution 
the Drainage Board yesterday, after some 
grimaces on the part of its members, adopted 
the scheme of temporary relief frequently 
urged by Tus Täinuxx, and which has here- 
tofore been referred to as ** preposterous,” 
unpractical, “contrary to the law,“ 
ete., by Messrs. Cooley, Wenter, Eckhart, 
and other members. Last week when Trustee 
Prendergast offered a resolution suggesting 
some such method of relief his colleagues 
voted it down and laughed at it. But yester- 
day Mr. Eckhart appeared as its proposer and 
Mr. Cooley as its advocate. After a long- 
winded preamble, which is an attempted justi- 
fication of the majority’s policy of obstruc- 
tion, Mr. Eckhart presented his plan through 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the Joint Committee on Engi- 
neering and Finance, together with the chief en- 
gineer, attorney, and general counsel, be instruct- 
ed to consider and report at the earliest moment 
gg any additional plan that may be practica- 

le for the temporary and immediate — 
relief of the City of Chicago by providing addi- 
tional facilities for the disposition of sewage 
through the canal and the new channel of the 
Desplaines River, either by this district acting 
alone or in conjunction with the city 
officials and Canal Commissioners. And, if no 
other means are available, to consider the feasi- 
bility of enlarging the canal between Bridgeport 
and Summit, so at to make it possible for the 
city toincrease the flow of water and sewage 
through said canal pending the completion of the 
main channel. And to consider further the ques- 
tion of the district or the city erecting pumping 
works at Summit for the par se of pumping 
water from said canal into the Desplaines River. 


Mr, Prendergast’s Sarcasm, 

When it was presented yesterday Mr. 
Prendergast said: I am much pleased that 
the lapse of one week has enabled my friend 
to believe that it is possible to afford this city 
temporary relief. I am glad of this change 
of heart, and I am in hopes there will be other 
con versions.“ 

Mr. Eckhart winced under the sarcasm and 
asked President Wenter to confine the speaker 
to the question. Mr. Eckhart attempted to 
defend his sudden change of front, and said 
the board had always worked in the direction 
indicated by his resolution, but that condi- 
tions in the flood regions had made it imprac- 
ticable to make any definite progress toward 
relief. Now that the conditions had been so 
far changed that a larger volume of water 
could safely be turned down the valley he was 
in favor of going ahead with vigor. 

Mr. Cooley was also willing to vote for the 
resolution. He considered it at least harm- 
less. He then went on to tell of an interview 
he had with the Commissioner of Public 
Works and Dr. Reilly of the State Board of 
Heaith at the City Hallin the forenoon and 
said the city has eularged pumping apparatus 
at Bridgeport, whereby it will be possible as 
late as July next to pump 80,000 gallons of 
water a minute into the canal, but that will 
not cleanse the South Fork or the North 
Branch of the river, and he grounded his 
hopes of relieving the city’s necessities upon 


the efficacy of the plans for the per- 
version of waters tributary to the 
river by the proposed dike from Sum- 


mit to Riverside. For the first time also 
he admitted that the new four-mile tunnel 
would improve the quality of Chicago water, 
and therefore tend to the improvement of the 
city’s sanitary condition. There were 1,900 
deaths from typhoid diseases in Chicago dur- 
ing the first seven months of the year, nearly 
all attributable to the bad condition of the 
water, he said. That was a mortality greater 
than cholera would produce. But with tne 
four-mile tunnel, a flow of 80,000 cubic feet of 
water through the canal, and the diversion of 
the flood-waters from the city by the River- 
side-Summit dike there would bea great im- 
provement in sanitary conditions. The Pren- 
dergast resolution which Mr. Eckhart had re- 
vived was then passed. 

Mr. Prendergast suggested that the change 
had been wrought by an article which ap- 
peared in the Cooley- Eckhart organ. 


Other Business Transacted. 


The board also passed orders directing the 
Committee on Federal Relations to take steps 
looking toward the removal of Jocks and dams 
on the Illinois River below Utica; that the 
engineer report plans and estimates of the 
proposed improvement of the Desplaines 
River at Romeo Road and a project for the 
diversion of the Lockport bend of the river; 
that the engineer prepare plans and specifica- 
tions of the work designed to control floods 
in the Desplaines River near the Santa Fé 
crossing aud make a report by Oct. 19; and 
that the engineer furnish a project for ascer- 
taining the flood volumes of the Desplaines 
and Calumet Rivers and of the North Branch. 
The engineer was also ordered to make sur- 
veys of the territory through which the North 
Branch might be diverted across the ridge be- 
tween Kenilworth and Grosse Point. This 
last is a revival of the Skokie cutoff scheme. 
Mr. Cooley offered the following: 

Ordered, That the Engineering committee be 
instructed to take under advisement such meas- 
ures asshould be instituted for the care and 
health of the forces employed upon the work and 
for the maintenance of public order. 

Dr. Gilmore opposed it on the ground that 
the board had no right to assume police 
powers. But the majority favored the resolu- 
tion and it mg ' 

Then Judge Prendergast moved that the 
Chief Engineer be instructed to report whether 
the eight-hour provision of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict act is properly observed, and to report in- 
fractions thereof. ‘ 

After a good deal of fencing the order was 
passed, Eckhart, Boldenweck, Prendergas-, 
Altpeter, and Wenter voting for it. Dr. Gil- 
more voted no.“ Mr. Cooley dodged. Mr. 
Russell left the room without voting. 

The board will meet again tomorrow after- 
noon. 

Vouchers amounting to $61,879 were audit- 
ed and a few requisitions, in particular for a 
stenographer at $15 a week for the attorney, 
were allowed. 

Would Give Chicago Pure Water. 

The question of enlarging the capacity of 
the Bridgeport pumping works was — Bm 
ly discussed at the conference yesterday held 
between Dr. F. W. Reilly, Commissioner 
Cooley of the Drainage Board, Commissioner 
Aldrich, and City Engineer Clarke. It was 
proposed to make the capacity 80,000 cubic 
feet a minute. Information was at hand to 
show that one additional pump which would 
increase the total capacity to 70,000 cubic feet 
would be in operation within thirty days. 
Commissioner Aldrich stated that if more 
than this amount could be taken by the canal 
still another pump would be ordered and be 
in operation by February next. It is thought 
that 80,000 cubic feet a minute will relieve the 


ply pure. 

A jury in Judge Baker’s court yesterday 
rendered a verdict in the first of a list of con- 
demnation cases brought by the sanitary dis- 
trict.

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WILL CLEVELAND SAY “DITTO” TO SEN- 
ATOR HILL? 
The cardinal doctrine of Mr. Cleveland’s 


message of 1887 was: 

Those who buy imports pay the duty charged 
thereon into the publie Treasury, but the great 
majority of our citizens who buy domestic arti- 
cles of the same class pay a sum at least ap- 
proximately equal to this duty to the home man- 
utacturer. 

Senator Mills says that the sum referred to 
above is equal to at least a billion and a quar- 
ter dollars a year. The impression made on 
the Democratic party by the theory and the al- 
leged fact was such that the convention adopted 
a tariff plank which says in substance that 
there should be ho duties on competitive 
goods, because they enable the manufacturer 


to extort an illegitimate profit. 

Mr. Cleveland ought to be pleased with the 
effect of his teachings: and hasten to ratify 
the plank, but Senator Hill has got in ahead 
of him and defined the Democratic tariff 


creed thus: 

If I were asked to define as concisely as possible 
the whole Democratic policy I should state it 
substantially as follews: 

** We favor a tariff for revenue only, limited to 
the necessities of tle government economically 
administered, and so adjusted in its application, 
so far as practicable, as to prevent unequal bur- 
dens, encourage productive industries at home, 
and afford just compensation to labor, but not to 
create or foster monopolies.” 

These are the cardinal principles upon which 
the details of al! tariff legislation should be 
based. 

„The tariff imposed on all manufactured arti- 
cles (other than those which for good reasons are 
placed on the free list) should equal the ditfer- 
ence between the rate of wages paid in this and 
foreign countries, so far as labor enters into the 
cost of their production. 

The tariff will be for many years to come amply 
sufficient to afford incidentally all the protection 
which the most ardent advocate of the system can 
reasonably ask. The indirect benefit can- 
not well be avoided, and we do not seek to prevent 
it, but desire to facilitate it, and render it effect- 
ual by the exercise of a proper discrimination. 
. a We would discriminate in favor of 
American labor and American industries 
The tariff on manufactured articles should, asa 
general rule, be larger where similar articles are 
manufactured in this country than where they are 
not. 

Did Mr, Cleveland, when he read these ele- 
gant protection extracts from Senator Hill’s 
speech, exclaim in his confusion and per- 
plexity: ‘*‘ Where am I at? What shall I do? 
Which path shall I follow?“ 

It is not so easy for him to decide. If he 
repudiates Hill, Hill will repudiate him, and 
good-by New York for the ‘‘ Stuffed Prophet. 
If he indorses the Democratic platform, which 
is the outcome of his own teaching, he loses 
uot merely his own State, but also Connecti- 
cut and New Jersey, and he can hope for 
nothing in Massichusetts, Rhode Island, or 
New Hampshire. If he follows the road 
which Senator Hill has marked out for him 
he deserts his own principles and adopts those 
of Sam Randall, whom he crushed in 1888.

NOTHING LIKE LEATHER IN THE PRES- 
ENT CRISIS. 

Once upon a time, according to a school 
reader of many years ago, the inhabitants of 
a certain city heard that a large army was on 
the march with the intention of besieging and 
conquering them. The citizens were called to 
meet in the market place to take counsel as to 
how they could best defend themselves, There 
were many orators and many opinions. 

A bricklayer said that tne only sensible 
plan of defense was to run uo a high and 
thick brick wall arbund the place. Sheltered 
by that barrier they could bid defiance. to 
their foes. A stone mason, speaking next, 
scoffed at this proposition and said that while 
there ought to be a wall it should be con- 
structed of large stones carefully cut and laid. 
A ditcher thought that safety lay in digging a 
deep and wide trench around the town and 
filling it with water, and even though it was 
pointed out that water could not be had he 
still stood up for a ditch, the making of which 
| would have given him a job. A carpenter de- 
rided the idea of defenses of brick or stone 
and advocated the building of a high palisade 
of sound oak timber as furnishing the best de- 
fense. 

And finally, after members of many trades 
had proposed plans which would have thrown 
the construction of the defenses into their 
hands, a tanner ascended the platform, and 
while admitting that there might be some 
good points in the various propositions that 
had been made, claimed that for placing a city 
in a perfect conditibn to resist the assaults of 
an invading army there was nothing like 
leather. 

There is much in the conduct of the Demo. 
crats at the present moment, when they are 
getting ready to resist the assaults of the 
Republicans, to remind one of the old story. 
They are counseling together tumultuously as 
to the best line of defense. Senator Hill says 
that nothing is equal to protection as it was 
expounded by Sam Randall and is laid down 
now by the Senator himself. Mr. Henry Wat- 
tersom and Senator Mills vociferate that that 
will not do at all, as safety will be found only 
behind free trade defenses. Some of the mug- 
wum ps argue that eivil service reform will be 
the most effectual fortification. Mr. Harter 
of Ohio presents the merits of his project for 
taking the 10 per cent tax off the nutes of 
State banks and restoring wildcat money. 


Another urges that all these projects be disre- 


garded and that the party intrench itself be- 
hind denunciation of trusts and monopolies. 

And last of all appears the venerable editor 
of the New York Sun, who says: There 
may be merit in these different recommenda- 
tions about protection, wildcat State banks, 
and trusts, but the only effectual protection 
against the assaults of the Republicans is: 
‘No force bill. No negro domination.’ I 
assure you, gentlemen of the Democratic 
party, there is nothing like leather at the 


present crisis.’’ wee 
THE DEMOCRATIC ORGAN’S INDICTMENT 
OF ALTGELD. : 

Gov. Fifer in his trenchant reply to Altgeld 
at Taylorville made astrong point by citing 
Democratic testimony against him when it 
was expected he would be nominated by Mike 
McDonald’s influence. This is the way the 
Chicago Times, March 9, 1892, addressed 
itself to the scheme which McDonald was 
cooking up for placing Altgeld on the track: 

The Democratic machine is dominant in Cook 
County politics. It is a machine on which there 
is practically no check, save at the expense of the 
party itself, for it is so created that the popular 
party voice is practically stifled. . , The 
party in Cook County will be represented at 
Springfield by the muchine by which its voice is 
stifled. . . That the Democratic machine in 
Cook County should put forth this McDonald, 
one of the coterie of Garfield Park gamblers, a 
conscienceless and characterless creature, as a 
member of the State committee, is, as it ought to 
be, a pusitive detriment to a party claiming to 
represent not blacklegs, but an honest electorate ; 
not smooth swindlers, but a party of reform. 
A party that feels it must placate a black- 
leg surrenders its claim for recognition as a 
champion of either honesty or decency. .. . . It 
is true that this blackleg’s impudence is phenom- 
enal, but is the Democratic party servile? .. . 
Mike McDonald, the gambler of Cook. a potent 
force at Springfield! Far better the continuance 
of Republican ascendency in Illinois. 

The Chicago Herald stamped Altgeld as a 
man utterly unworthy of the confidence of 
Illinois Democrats in the following style, 
April 27, just before he was nominated: 

The part played by Judge Altgeld in the Sena- 
torial campaign at Springfield in 1891 stamped 
him as a man unworthy of the confidence of IIli- 
nois Democrats and therefore unfit to be nom- 
inated as their candidate for Governor. In that 
campaign he undertook by secret manipulation 
and downright treachery to defeat the will of the 
people plainly expressed at the polis and was pre- 
sumptuous enough to covet for himself an honor 
which had been fairly won by another (Gen. 
Palmer). 

The Quincy Herald about the same time 
called him“ a wooden man with a gold lin- 
ing. The Democratic organ at Peoria last 
April said: 

The desperation of the [Mike] McDonald ma- 
chine is becoming more obvious every day. The 
defeat for the nomination means death to the 
gambler’s machine and to the gambler’s power in 
Illinois. If Altgeld is nominated the gambler will 
have the Democrats of this State under the con- 
trol of his machine, 

Every one of these organs has taken its diet 
of crow and eaten the foul contents. They 
are now supporting Altgeld and helping him 
to throw mud at Gov. Fifer. The people, 
however, wilkappeal from Czsar drunk to 
Cesar sober. The utterances of these organs 
before the nomination, when they were free 
to speak their honest sentiments, are more to 
the point than anything they may say after 
they have been lashed into the party harness 
and compelled to do McDonald’s dirty work.

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ALTGELD’S LAME DEFENSE. 

Altgeld at Sterling Tuesday made a lame at- 
tempt to answer the reply of the Commission- 
ers of the Joliet Penitentiary to his charges of 
corruption in the management of that institu- 
tion. In his answer he makes no retractions 
or apologies for his misstaternents, and no al- 
lusions to the main points upon which he has 
been convicted of willful untruth by the Com- 
missioners. He slurs them cver and only calls 
attention to or seeks to answer trivial and unim- 
portant portions of their reply. He reiterates 
the charge that the Commissioners had made 
a political machine out of this prison. But 
what sort of machine would it be if he 
were elected? Who would have its patronage 
then? There is one man who could have it if 
he wanted it, and that is Michae! Cassius Mc- 
Donald, who is now in the hands of the law 
charged with a grave crime, provided he is 
not found guilty and thereby debarred from 
running the prison. Perhaps Altgeld thinks 
that the Governor should call him into his 
counsels and allow him to designate the men 
who shall be in charge! But is he competent 
for this duty? Certainly not, if the testimony 
of the senior and junior Democratic organs of 
this city and the organs of Quincy and Peoria 
are to be believed. He further reiterates the 
charge that prison made goods are competing 
with the products of free labor outside, It re- 
quires an incomprehensible degree of assur- 
ance for a man to make this complaint who is 
advocating free trade, which will bring mill- 
ions of cheap labor Europeans into competi- 
tion with our free labor. It is not for him to 
talk about cheap prison labor when he is in 
favor of bringing tne entire cheap labor of 
Europe into competition with that of Ameri- 
can workingmen. It is small business in 
which Altgeld is engaged, devoting a whole 
day to such trash as this. It only demon- 
strates that the underpinnings of his speech 
were knocked out by the Commissioners and 
that he is seeking to save himself by clutch- 
ing at straws. 


THE PROOF OR AN APOLOGY WANTED 
FROM ALTGELD, 

The junior De*nocratic organ has a long, 
whining defense of Altgeld against the charge 
of Tue Trrpune that he had been guilty of 
conduct unbecoming a gentleman and worthy 
of a blackguard. 

It does not take many words to state the 
offense of the candidate. He said in one pub- 
lic speech—and he has probably said in others 
—that Gov. Fifer had entered into a secret, 
treacherous compact with a Know-Nothing 
order that if its members would vote for him 
he would defeat the repeal or amendment of 
the Edwards law if elected. 

If this charge were true no denunciation of 
Gov. Fifer would be too severe. Such a com- 
pact woula be the basest treachery to the 
party which nominated him and which 
pledged itself solemnly in its State platform 
to repeal the Edwards law. Such a secret 
compact would be an act of the blackest 
treachery toward all the voters, for Gov. Fifer 
assured them that.he wants the Edwards law 
repealed. Therefore it is no light matter to 
make such a charge, and he who brings such 
an accusation against his political opponent 
must either prove it, apologize for having 
made it if he cannot do su, or bear submissive- 
ly those names which are lavished on one who 
maliciously bears false witness against his 
neighbor. 

From whom did Mr. Altgeld get the infor- 
mation that different members of the Order 
of Deputies wrote to the Governor and re- 
“ceived answer from him giving them the 
„most positive assurances that the law would 
“not be molested or materially changed? 
Produce the witnesses, Mr. Altgeld. The ac- 
cused shall have the right to meet the wit- 
nesses face to face,” says the Bill of- Rights. 
Does Mr. Altgeld think that asound principle? 
He as a lawyer is supposed to know something 


as to what constitutes evidence and to know 


| 

how to separate the wheat of fact from the 
chaff of rumor. Has he done so in this case? 
Then let him produce the evidence. He has 
charged Gov. Fifer with conduct which, if 
true, would make him unworthy the suffrages 
of Illinoisans. Does he imagine that he can 
stop short there with impunity and reiterate 
that charge in every town in this State with- 
out backing it up with evidence? If so, he is 
unfamiliar with the American way of doing 
things. 

There are but three courses for Mr. Alt- 
geld to pursue, Tne first is to produce the 
proof of his charges, The second is, if he 
cannot substantiate them, to retract them and 
apologize for having made them. The third 
is neither to furnish proof nor to apologize. 
If Mr. Altgeld chooses to adopt the latter he 
need not be surprised if he finds this paper 
and other papers speaking of him, as long as 
his calumnious tongue is wagged in public, as 
a common liar and defamer, vilely slandering 
a gentleman that he may get his office. Dem- 
ocratic papers may apologize for a man whom 
agambler has planted at the head of their 
ticket, and Democratic. speakers may defend 
him, but every Democrat who has the feelings 
of a gentleman, who believes in fair play and 
a square fight, will despise in the bottom of

THE RAINBOW-CHASER’S NEW PROPHE- 
CIES. 

One of the city Democratic papers printed 
this yesterday : 

Don M. Dickinson, Chairman of the National 
Democratic Campaign committee, is in consulta- 
tion today with Grover Cleveland at Gray Gables. 
He is giving the ep President an account of the 
progress of the campaign and getting some hints 
as to what should be done in the future. Mr. 
Dickinson predicts that the Democrats will carry 
New York State by 25,000. He predicts further 
that the Democrats will carry Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Minnesota, and Iowa. He further says: David 
Bennett Hill’s record as a Democrat is a guaran- 
tee that he will be at the forefront of the national 
canvass for the Democratic candidates and Dem- 
ocratic principles.“ 

Don Dickinson achieved the reputation of 
rainbow-chaser by his flamboyant predictions 
four years ago that Cleveland would carry 
Michigan; Indiana dead sure; Illincis beyond 
doubt; and Wisconsin with ease—almost a 
walk-over. Every one of his optimistic 
prophecies were refuted by the election record. 
A great many Democrats, putting faith in his 
ridiculous policy of claiming everything in 
sight, bet big money with Republicans on the 
results in those States and lost every dollar 
they wagered or the strength of Don’s brag- 
ging. Unwarned by the disastrous outcome 
of his ebloviat.on he is at it again as badly as 
four years ago. He predicted that Cleveland 
would ‘carry New York by 25,000 in 1888; and 
now he is making the same prediction for 92. 
And he winds up his prophecies by saying that 
Senator Hill will be in the “‘ forefront of the 
battle for Democratic candidates and Demo- 
cratic principles.“ 
principle which overshadows all others in this 
campaign is free trade, as declared in their 
national platform, and here is the way he sup- 
ports that free trade-no protection issue in 
his opening Brooklyn speech: 

If | were asked to define as concisely as possi- 
ble the whole Democratic tariff policy I should 
state it substantially as follows: 

We favor a tariff for revenue only, limited to 
the necessities of the government economically ad- 
ministered, and so adjusted in its application, so 
far as practicable, as to prevent unequal bur- 
dens, encourage productive industries at home, 
and afford just compensation to labor, but not 
to create or foster monopolies.” 

These are the cardinal principles upon which 
the details of all tariff legislation should be 
based. 

In another sentencs he runs square against 
the platform of his party when he declares: 

If the tariff burdeu imposed would operate to 
prevent foreign competition the benefit is indirect 
and unobjectionable, 

A protective tariff of almost any height can 
be built on that doctrine, 

In another part of his speech he boldly pur- 
loined a part of the Republican (Minneapolis) 
protection plank, where he said, 

The tariff imposed on all manufactured articles 
(other than those which for good reasons are 
placed on the free list) should equal the difference 
between the rate of wages paid in this and foreign 
countries so far as labor enters into the cost of 
their production. 

Is this a tariff for revenue” only, or is it 
even a tariff for revenue? Is it not rather a 
tariff deliberately and designedly framed for 
the protection of American manufactures? 

The Republican platform says: 

On allimports coming in competition with the 
products of American labor there should be levied 
duties equal to the difference between wages 
abroad and at home. 

That is the way Don Dickinson’s man, Da- 
vid Bennett Hill, is “standing at the fore- 
front of the battle for the Democratic princi- 
ples laid down in their Chicago platform. 
He supports free’ trade with a vengeance! 
What is Dana’s Stuffed Prophet going to do 
about it? Is he going to follow Hill's lead, 


and also flunk on free trade? 


SENATOR VEST, CLEVELAND, AND FREE 
COINAGE, 

It is well Known that Mr. Cieveland’s oppo- 
sition to free coinage of silver is one of the 
things which make it hard for the Demo- 
cratic leaders in the South and West to win 
back the Alliance Democrats. They have 
been trying to scare them back with the force 
bill bugaboo and have sent Stevenson South 
to howl it. Finding that that does not work 
as well as expected they are endeavoring to 
persuade the Alliance people that Mr. Cleve- 
land has changed his views on the silver ques- 
tion. Said Senator Vest at Columbia, Mo., 
last week: 

It is within my personal knowledge that Mr. 
Cleveland wants free coinage of silver at a ratio 
he believes just and proper. and that he will not 
veto a free coinage bill. I state emphatically 
that Mr. Cleveland is as much in favor of bi- 
metallism as I am, and the only difference is as to 
the ratio. 

The Senator reiterated that Mr. Cleveland 
would not veto a free coinage bill. He went 
on to explain Mr. Cleveland’s position. He 
sa.d the ratio of silver to gold had been 
changed three times in this country, and it 
could be changed agam. That was all Mr. 
Cleveland asked, and on that adjustment he. 
would sign a free coinage bill. 

An intelligent man has no difficulty in un- 
derstanding this. It means that Cleveland 
favors bimetallism on the same terms as the 
platform of his party—that he stands where 
Harrison does, where all sensible men do. It 
means that Cleveland does not stand where 
Bland, Vest, and Stewart do, although Sen- 
ator Vest intends to create the impression 
that he does. There is where the fraud comes 
in. 

The present legal, arbitrary ratio of sil- 
ver to gold is sixteen to one. Theoretically 
sixteen ounces of silver equal one of goid in 
value. But the commercial ratio is about 25 
to 1. That is, the ratio which Cleveland fa- 
vors. The commercial ratio is the one John 
Sherman has always favored. With such a 
ratio recognized by law free coinage would 
lose its terrors in the East and its attractions 
in the mining States and among the cheap 
silver dollar men who prefer the 65-cent dol- 
lar which free coinage would give them. 

If Vest had been honest he would have told 
his audience that this little difference as to 
the ratio was the gist of the controversy, 
that that difference“ is all that separates 
Wail street and Senator Stewart. The latter 
believes that there is but one ratio—that of 16 
to 1, and that it is divinely inspired. Vest’s 


heaters are for free coinage on that ratio be-

cause it would give them a 65-cent dollar and 
rid them of a third of their debts without hav- 
ing to pay them. They wovld be against a 
commercial ratio, if they knew what it was, 
because it would give them a silver. dollar 
which would be worth as much as a gold dol- 
lar. 


The impression which Vest’s constituents 


got from his speech was that Cleveland had 
flopped and was for free coinage. That was a 
false impression for Vest to create, for Cleve- 
land is not with Bland and his allies. But the 
Senator did not correct his mistake, for he 
wants the Democrats of Missouri to be de- 
ceived so that they will vote for Cleveland and 
not for Weaver. This might be a smart game 
were it played just before election, but it is 
too early in the campaign. Even the stupid 
Democratic Missourians will understand the 
attempt that has been made to deceive them 
and will resent it. A difference as to the 
ratio.“ That is the silver question in a nut- 
shell. 


SPRINGER WARRING AGAINST TINPLATE. 

Mr. William Springer is carrying on an 
animated campaign against the American tir- 
plate industry. He is endeavoring to belittle 
it and make it out worse than useless—that it 
amounts to as little as his efforts to reform“ 
the tariff when he had a majority of 150 behind 
him. This is small business for a person who 
thinks himself a big man to be in. One 
would imagine that he would rather see the 
tinplate industry grow up in this country and 
not attempt totrample it out. As steel can 
be rolled inte black plates here as well as in 
England; as tin can be imported from the 
straits by the Ameriean as cheaply as by the 
English manufacturer; as the business of tin- 
ning the black sheetsis a simple one, done 
largely by machinery; and as the total value 
of the amount of tinplate consumed is $20,- 
000,000, what objection has Mr. Springer to 
its being made here rather than in Wales? 
And if, owing to there being less work there, 
some of the Welsh workmen come here and 
find jobsin Americah tinplate mills, what 
harm has been done? What fault does Mr. 
Springer find with their being fed entirely by 
American farmers when only partially fed by 
them now? What is wrongin their paying rent 
to American instead of Welsh landlords, or 
being clothed by American tailors or buying 
groceries in American stores? Has Mr. 
Springer taken a brief for the Welsh tinplate 
manufacturers? 

It is difficult to account for Mr. Springer’s 
unpatrivtic conduct. In the first place he 
might be in better business than sneering at 
an American industry, even. if itis of recent 
origin. In the next place, why is the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Ways and Means, a 
man whose position makes him a leading 
Democrat, wasting his time on petty side 
issues like tinplate? Why does not he fly at 
higher game? Why does not he explain and 
defend the free trade plank of his party? If 
that plan were put into practice not merely 
tinplate, which seems to be Mr. Springer’s 
pet aversion, but a hundred other American 
industries would be wiped out, unless those 
employed in them would drop their wages a 
half. 
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Mayor WAsHBURNE has issued directions to 
the police force to abate that long standing 
nuisance—the practice ot hitching horses 
along the curbstones of the business streets 
and letting them stand there allday. It is a 
relic of the old villagedom, from which Chi- 
cago emerged some time ago. The streets are 
at the best not sufficiently wide for the im- 
mense traffic of cable cars, horse cars, trucks, 
wagons, carts, buggies, and it is a gross out- 
rage thata portion of the width should be taken 
up all day long with buggies, wagons, and 
vehicles, The street and cable cars occupy at 
least twenty feet of the middle of the streets; 
a row of curbstone buggies along each side- 
walk takes up some twelve feet more, leaving 
hardly enough room for a team to pass be- 
tween the standing buggies and the street 
cars. Some teamsters and hucksters are in 
the habit of backing up their vehicles in front 
of shops and stores with the horses’ heads 
pointed outwards, and allowing them to stand 
there for hours. The police should have or- 
ders to abate all such obstruction nuisances to 
street travel, and to order the horses and bug- 
gies stabled along the curbs to move on, or to 
take them to the nearest livery stable at the 
owner’s expense. This obstruction nuisance 
is becoming intolerable. As the Mayor indi- 
cates, the ordinance governing the matter is 
not sufficiently comprehensive to suppress the 
nuisance effectively. As he says: 

The only section in our ordinances which 
touches the subject is Sec. 1,504, which provides 
that no person shall have any horse. horses, or 
other animal, attached to any carriage, wagon, 
cart. etc., or any vehicle in any part of the streets 
and alleys of the city without securing or fasten- 


ing such horse or animal, and the penalty for so 
leaving animals is not less than $2. 


The ordinance ought to be amended and 
made more comprehensive. The hitching of 
horses besides being a nuisance and obstruc- 
tion is also a positive danger. Frequently the 
animals break away from the fastening and 
plunge along the street to the imminent 


} peril of life and limb. Summary measures 


authorized by the authority of the Council] as 
well as that ordered by the Mayor are neces- 
sary to put an end to the abuse, and to restore 
the business streets to legitimate public use. 
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Tun senior Democratic organ, groping 
blindly for some defense for its gambler- 
made candidate for Governor, says that Mike 
McDonald “was commencing his notoriously 
criminal career under the Mayoralty of Mr, 
Mediil.””

STANHOPE ENTERS A CHOLERA 
HOSPITAL AS A NURSE, 


The Tribune’s” Inoculated Correspondent 
signs a Paper Exonerating the Authori- 
ties from Blame in Case of His Death, 
and Takes His Place in the Dead Ward— 

_ Pestilence May Be Imported in Oriental 
Rugs—Suit Against the Hamburg Line— 
Suspicious Cases in New York,

penporF, HamBuRG, Sept. 21.—At a quarter 

to 11 I drove up to the Eppendorf hospital, a 

big red building of recent construction. As 

we drove under the portico through which 
thousands of sick persons have entered dur- 
the last ten days and thousands of dead 
have passed out, an overpowering smell 
of disinfectants blew its sickening blast over 
us. Accompanying me was his Excellency, 
the Uruguayan Minister, Sefior Susviela 
Gaurch, the well-known pathologist, bacteri- 


ologist, Fellow of the Medical Faculty, in- 


timate friend of Virchow, and man of science. 
He takes a warm interest in these tests. His 
influence has obtained for me admission to 
the hospital I asked for. Just before leaving 
the Hamburger Hof I had received from 
Hatfkine a zetter dated from the Pasteur In- 


stitute. It read thus: 

I would ask you to follow closely the tempera- 
ture of your body during the entire period of 
your stay among the infected. Assoon as you 
perceive an feverish symptoms, a rise of temper- 
ature, headache, or dryness of the mouth, de 
faire proceder immediatemont & la examen bac- 
teriologique de ses selles. If presence of cholera 
matter be duly authenticated and demonstrated 
the strength of ite appearance would become at 
once of great importance. | 

Now let me go back to the hospital. Inside 


the big red building there are extensive gar- 
dens. They are filled with forms draped in 
white. These are convalescent patients, as- 


* sistants, and doctors. A tall form of a man 


with auburn beard and energetic step ap- 
proaches. It is Dr. Rumpf, who is in charge 
of the hospital with its 150 beds. He had been 
informed of my arrival aud was coming to 
meet us. Dr. Rumpf led us to a room. There 
in the presence of the Minister I gave him an 
outline of the tests I proposed making, as al- 
ready given in Tux Tripung. When, the pre- 
ceding day. Sefior Gaurch had spoken on my 
behalf, he had told Dr. Rumpf of Pasteur’s 
requests and the opinions of Haffkine. 
Dr. Rumpf Is a Cautious Man, 

He had replied, ** I cannot refuse, but Dr. 
Rumpf was not going to take the responsi- 


bility of my death. He had drawn up apaper 


which I had to sign exonerating him from all 
blame, and to show that I alone and of myown 
free will made the tests. This I signed. 

„Now,“ said Dr. Rumpf, it is my duty 

toread to you the rules. They are very 
strict. Then he showed me those especially 
applying to eating in a room where 
the cholera sick are. Care is to be 
jaken in disinfection not to apply the 
hands to. the mouth after touching cholera 
patients. But, he added, IJ cannot au- 
thorize you to eat with the cholera patients. 
If you chose to do-so and bring the food in 
there you break-the rules. I cannot always 
be there to watch. As for the disinfection 
you must, for the sake of the rest, be disin- 
fected when you sit down to meals. You can 
sleep with the patients if there is room.“ 
. Thus it Was that I became a cholera nurse. 
To it I have been especially 
assigned. owing to the fact that the most 
dangeroug cases are taken there. You may im- 
agine me in a white canvas uniforin withsilver 
buttons. I wonder how many readers of THE 
TxipUNE have been in a dead cholera hospital. 
F is a dead ward. Here many come in, but 
few go out. How many readers have been in 
the stiflmg stench of dying choleraic3? Have 
you any idea of the manner in which patients 
are brought in? Some are saved and others 
carried out dead on little yellow stretchers, 
the yellow canvas hoods of which are now al- 
most worn inte holes from service. 

As I have written this I. have been 
called a hundred times, now to take tempera- 
ture, another time to hold the arms of a man 
whose veins have been opened to inject salt 
water to rarefy his blood, and soon I have 
more beds than ever before in my time. Yes, 
I told you I had not to play. This is no play. 
I went to take the temperature of a babe after 
breakfast as ordered. sheet had been 
drawn over his blackened face. So it will be 
with many this evening. Night will close 
much of their misery and I will sleep in a 
thick hotbed of death, probably in the bed 
in which the babe died this afternoon. 

STANHOPE. 

The following article is from yesterday’s 
Tageblatt: 

Dr. Haffkine, a Russian bacteriologist, Mr. 
Stanhope claims, has discovered a preventive of 
cholera, the terrible scourge which now 
sweeps with irresistible force over Europe and 
has carried away thousands in Hamburg. 
He has subjected himself to the treatment 
in M. Pasteur’s institute in Paris. Mr. Stanhope 
decided to be inoculated to see whether the inoc- 
ulation actually gives the protection it is said to 
give. and after submitting to the inoculation he de- 


‘cided to enter ove of the cholera hospitals in 


Hamburg to sojourn there for some time. Should 
the grim plague not strike him there, as he will 
not use any precaution, the actual value of the 
inoculation would be proven and thousands of 
human lives could be saved. Mr. Stanhope was 
good enough to make an appointment with us for 
an interview, which appointment was kept 
this morning. Our renorter, Herr May, 
Stanhope just getting out of 
; and the interview then began. 
Mr. Stanhope is a medium-sized man, wears a 
heavy dark mustache, and his dark eyes have a 
metry twinkle. He is about 34 years old. AI- 
though Mr. I is of English descent, he 
first saw the light of day in the Capital of Ire- 
land. He considers he is a cosmopolite, whose 
fatherland is the wide world. He can do this with 
reason, for be is a great traveler who has been 
over the whole world. 
Mr. Stanhope nnderwent the first inoculation 
for cholera on the 11th of the present month, and 
the second on the i4th at the Pasteur Institute.

Stanhope left Paris on the 15th of the month. 


During the journey he experienced some pain 
from the inoculations, so that this courageous 
man was obliged to stay one day in Cologne. He 
rested himself there, but soon resumed his jour- 
ney and arrived here Saturday evening. Mr. 
Stanhope explained that he had come to test the 
efficacy of the lymph, and for that reason had 
undergone inoculation. The first one. 
he said, performed b Herr Haff- 
kine, was pot deeme of sufficient 
efficacy, and therefore the second, at the instance 
of Pasteur, was performed under the supervision 
He went on to say that he had left 
his baggage at the Hamburger Hof and would 
take along only such clothing as was absolutely 
necessary. He was going that day to the Eppen- 
dorfer Hospital, where he would be admitted on 
While there 
he would not use any disinfectants; he would as- 
soclate with the sick and would be under the 
strict surveillance of the attepdant physicians. 
Should his experiment be successful Dr. Pas- 
teur and Herr Haffkine would have proved them- 
selyes benefactors of mankind. They had given 


bim instructions about the taking of his temper- 


ature and making other observations. Should he 
become ill the more scientific observations would 
be made by physicians skilled in bacteriology. 
Mr. Stanhope at 10 :30 this morning paid a visit to 
the banking house of L. Behrens & Co., and 
after presenting his credentials went to the 
Eppendorfer Hospital. We hove that the un- 
terrined journalist, who seems to regard the 
wuole affair as a piece of fun, will pass unscathed 
through the ordeal, and will leave the hospital 
well and hearty. The observations and experiences 
of Mr. Stanhope, whose name and fame are now 
worldwide, while in hospital of the horrible 
plague, with the fight of the physicians 
against it, we will give to our readers hereafter. 
One must admire this undaunted man, who has 
surrendered himself to the workings of cholera, 
who has become the servant of science, and who 
is not doing this for newspaper notoriety or adver- 
tising purposes. ; 

How earnestly he has gone about his work, how- 
ever, can be seen from the fact that he has called 
upon the American Consul and made all necessary 
arrangements should anything untoward happen 
tohim. Certainly the enterprise is looked upon

Slight Increase in Hamburg—Terrible Suf- 
fering in the Plague-Stricken City. 
i@PECMAL can | 

Hampvura, Sept. 21.—There were 211 fresh 
cases of cholera and 100 deaths reported to 
the Statistical Bureau yesterday, of which 62 
cases and 36 deaths occurred the previous 
day. This is an inctease of 5 new cases and 5 
deaths. The police reports show 138 sick per- 
sons conveyed to hospitals and 37 bodies 
— — This is a decrease of 1 patient and 9 

At Altoona yesterday there were 11 new 
cases and 8 deaths reported. The subscrip- 
tion started in America has made a good im- 
pression here. Up to Sept. 19 there have 
been 16,107 cases of cholera and 6,954 deaths. 
The present cholera epidemic is carrying in 
its train such want and suffering.as has never 
before marked the history of —— und 
daily the distress is increasing. Nearly all 
the trades in the city are at a standstill, and 
thousands of workmen who depend upon their 
daily toil for the support of themselves and 
their families find it impossible to earna 
pfennig. The distress is most marked among 
the dock laborers and fishermen. The ship- 
ping trade of the city has received a most se- 
vere biow from the epidemic, and many of 
the vessels belonging to Ham burg have been 
forced to lie up until the epidemic abates. 

Berwin, Sept. 21.—The fact that the recent 
cases of cholera here are alinost certainly due 
to the drinking of river water reduces the 
prospect of the cholera entirely ceasing yet, 
but the general sanitary condition of the city 
and the precautions taken remove all grounds 
for serious alarm. » Stringent measures have 
been taken to prevent infection through the 
Galician frontier. 

Loxpox, Sept. 21.—The Paris correspond- 
ence of the News says: 

Besides forbidding ¢xcursions to this city on 
the occasion of the coming Republican féte, the 

overnment has forbidden railway excursions to 
ourdes and other shrines from infected cities. 

Rome, Sept. 21.—It is understood that be- 
cause of the cholera in various places in Eu- 
rope the Pope will cause the usual October 
pilgrimage to Rome to be postponed. The 
holding of the Papal Consistory will also be 
delayed for a couple of months for the same 
reason. : 

Vienna, Sept. 21.—A dispatch from Cracow 
states that throughout Galicia from the date 
of the outbreak of cholera till today there 
have been reported thirty-two cases and elev- 
en deaths. 

ANTWExEP, Sept. 21.—T wo new cholera cases 
and four deaths were reported here today and 
at Mons three cases and one death. 

Paris, Sept. 21.—In Paris and its suburbs 
there were reported yesterday twenty-nine new 
cholera cases and sixteen deaths.

ORIENTAL RUGS AMENACE TO HEALTH 


They, as Well as Rags from the East, May 
Contain Cholera Germs, 
| SPECIAL CABLE! 

Lonpon, Sept. 21.—Town Councilor Willis 
of Kidderminster today started a unique chol- 
era scare, which is likely to ruin an important 
branch of England!s trade with the East. At 
a meeting of the Council Mr, Willis spoke of 
the perils of infection from articles im- 
ported from  cholera-infected districts. 
The most dangerous of all such arti- 
cles, he said, were the oriental carpets 
and rugs bought to adurn fashionable homes 
in Great Britain. These carpets and rugs 
often contained germs of the foulest diseases. 
Every conceivable abomination was thus in- 
troduced among England’s better ciasses, If 
the government prohibited the importation of 
rags from the East, it is believed, it would 
have fo extend the same prohibition to the 
equally foul carpets, very importer of 
oriental carpets was aware that the 
opening of the bale’ was accom- 
panied by clouds of filthy and 
evil-ssmelling dust which frequently 
caused the workingmen violent purging and 
vomiting. ‘‘I would rather unchain a tiger 
in my home,” was Mr. Willis’ peroration, 
than place carpets and rugs from the East 
upon its floors. The Mayor of Kiddermin- 
ster said that he could vouch for the truth of 
all that Mr, Willis had said, and advocated 
warning the people against buying Eastern 
carpets. Importersiin the Eastern rug and 
carpet trade deride these statements, at- 
tribute them to trade jealousy. 


SUIT AGAINST THE HAMBURG LINE. 


Damages Claimed by a Normannia Passen- 
ger—More Suspicious Cases, 

New York, Sept. 21.— Special. |--The first 
legal steps to recover damages from the Ham- 
burg-American Packet company by one of 
the delayed passengers on the steamer Nor- 
mannia were taken today by ex-Assistant 
United States District-Attorney Cortland S. 
Van Rensselaer. He filed a libel in the United 
States District Court against the Normannia 
and its owners, claiming $10,000 damages. 

Mr. Van Rensselaer bases his cause for ac- 
tion on the assurance given him by the Lon- 
don ageats of the Hamburg-American Packet 
company that the Normannia would carry no 
steerage passengers, which, he alleges, they 
knew to be false. It is further charged that, 
besides this falsehoed and fraud, the steerage 
passengers were not properly inspected and 
purified; that proper medical attendance was 
not furnished, and that those attacked with 
cholera on the trip were not properly treated. 
Through the lack of these precautions Mr. Van 
Rensselaer charges that he was in constant 
dread of contracting the disease and suffered 
in body and mind. 

Mrs. Vion Grappolas died tonight, it is 
suspected from cholera, She was seized with 
vomiting and diarrhea during the afternoon 
and at 8 o’clock she died. 

Two new suspected cases of cholera were 
reported to the Health Board today. One was 
from No. 63 Cherry street, where Mary Mur- 
pny was found sick with cholera syuiptoms. 
She was transferred to a hospital. The health 
authorities regard this asa very suspicious 
case. The other suspected case comes from 
Mrs. Juenthus’ boarding-house at No. 14 First 
street, from which Coachman Louis Wein- 
hagen was removed Saturday night.

MR. YERKES DENIES II 


HAS NO DIFFIUULTY WITH THE 
PHILADELPHIANS, HE SAYS. 


They Have Not Sold Their Chicago Street 
Railway Stock—There Was, He Says, a 
Little Difficulty Over the Economic Gas 
Deal—Mr, Yerkes Says He Has No In- 
tention of Going to New York to Live— 
What He Learned During His Travels 
in Europe—Gotham News. 


New York, Sept. 21.—[{Special. |—Charles 
T. Yerkes arrived here today from Europe 
on the Inman line steamer City of Paris. He 
is now at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. The Chi- 
cago street railroad and gas magnate went 
abroad in the spring. To get rest was the 
prime object of his trip, and he was evidently 
successful in securing it, for he returns in the 
best of health. 

Tun Trisune correspondent saw Mr. 
Yerkes while he was waiting for the customs 
officers to pass his baggage, and asked him 
about the story which has been circulated to 
the effect that the Philadelphia syndicate, 
headed by Messrs. Elkins and Widener, was 
selling its holdings in the Chicago street rail- 
road as a result of differences between them 


and Mr. Yerkes, 

There is no truth whatever in the story,“ 
said Mr. Yerkes, and Mr. Elkins, who was 
standing by, nodded his head in assent. ‘*The 
Philadelphia people have not sold any of their 
holdings and have no intention of doing so. 
They would find ready purchasers if they did. 
Their holdings have been steadily increased 
rather than diminished, and they never held so 
much of the street railroad securities as now. 
The same is true of myself, It was only 
necessary to watch the market to counteract 
the foolish statement that the Philadelphians 
were selling. The selling out of the Philadel- 
phia interests would have had an effect that 
would have been very appreciable. It has 
been a matter of common knowledge that 
such a movement as there has been of the 
street railroad securities hus been towards 
Philadeiphia and not away from there.“ 

„How about the statement that there has 
been bad feeling between you and the Phila- 
delphia people?“ 

It is ridiculous. tere are Mr. Elkins and 
Mr. Widener with me now and they can an- 
swer. There was a little misunderstanding 
some time ago, but it had nothing to do what- 
ever with street railroad securities. It was 
over the Economic Gas deal. That company 
was purchased by the gas trust. It was caused 
by promises to deliver stock without consulta- 
tion with me, and here in New York we had a 
rather hot meeting, but everything came out 
all right.“ 

Is there any truth in the story that you in- 
tend to leave Chicago and make your home in 
New York?”’ 

I could not do so even if I desired to. My 
business in street railroads is centered in Chi- 
cago and not in New York. Then I have no 
desire to leave Chicago, anyway. It is a good 
enough city for me to live in, or anybody 
else.’ 

Since you have been abroad have you 
seen or heard anything important concerning 
motors?!“ 

No, you do not have to go abroad to learn 
about motors. The only practical motor that 
1 have knowledge of is the gas motor which 
we are using in Chicago.”’ 

It has been suggested that in Chicago you 
intend ultimately to abandon the cable for the 
gas motors.“ 

‘That cannot be. The cable is the only 
motor power practical for such traffic as the 
Chicago street railroads have to handle. It is 
the only power equal to the work that we can 
utilize. Steam locomotives would be the only 
other means by which we could move our cars 
with the loads they haveto carry, and of course 
we can’t use them. The cable, too, is entirely 
satisfactory and reliable. The gas motors 
we are building and using are not for our 
main lines, but we intend to equip the feeding 
lines with them and so get rid of all our 
horses.”’ 

** How did you find feeling on the other side 
concerning the World's Fair matters?“ 

Every body I spoke to seemed to be most 
enthusiastic over the Fair, and I believe that 
we will have a large number of European vis- 
itors. In England and France especially 
everybody who was introduced to me asa 
Chicago man wanted to talk about the Fair 
and about the city. I believe it will bea 
great boom for the West, and of course the 
East will share in the benefit.“ 


GENERAL NEWS OF GOTHAM, 


Seeking a New Method of Disposing of 
Garbage in the Metropolis. 

NEW York, Sept. * 21.—[ Special. ]—Control- 
ler Myers and President Barker of the City 
Tax Department are a committee appointed 
by the Board of Estate and Apportionment to 
select a new way for disposing of the city’s 
garbage. The board is convinced that the 
present method of dumping refuse into the 
sea is bad. There are two other ways in which 
garbage may be treated. It may be burned, 
or the ashes and garbage may be separated, 
the former used for filling in and the latter 
may be manufactured into composts. This 
second plan would involve drying and disinfect- 
ing the garbage. One obstacle in cremating 
garbage is that it might injure public health. 
President Wilson of the Board of Health said 
Dr. Edson would try and solve that problem. 


Americans Did Much to Arrest Famine. 


The Rev. Dr. T. De Witt Taimage arrived 
today on the City of Paris. Dr. Talmage was 
prolific in reminiscences of interviews and so- 
cial gatherings with the Czar of Russia and 
his immediate household. He was satisfied, 
he said, the action of the people of the United 
States had accomplished much in the direction 
of arresting the famine in Russia, and that 
the sociological‘questions which agitated the 
dominions of the Czar would be much the 
more readily settled because of the visit of the 
American delegation of which he was the 
head and the spokesman. President Roberts 
and Director A. J. Cassatt of the Pennsy]l- 
vania railroad company; William L. Elkins, 
the Philadelphia street-car syndicate man; 
Thomas Bailey Aldrich, Lord Braye, St. Clair 
McKelway, Charles T. Yerkes, the Chicago 
street-car man; and Judge Henry A. Gilder- 
sleeve were also passengers on the City of 
Paris. 

Red Star Line Will Divide Its Business. 

The current report to the effect that the 
International Navigation company was seri- 
ously considering the transferring of the 
entire service of the Red Star line to New 
York, instead of dividing it with Philadelphia 
as heretofore, was substantiated by a 
proininent officer of the company today. The 
statement cabled from London that two 8,000- 
ton steamships were about to be built on the 
Clyde for the American line was explained by 
the same authority to the effect that the 
American line was simply the International 
Navigation company under another name. 
The five passenger ships to be built for the 
International Navigation company, the gen- 
tleman said, would be purely American prod- 
ucts, the contracts for their construcmon hav- 
ing been awarded to William Cramp & Sons. 


Cumberland G. White Pleads Guilty. 


C. G. White, formerly a member of the 
Stock Exchange, who has been in the Tombs 


since last November, pleaded guilty of grand 


larceny before Recorder Smyth yesterday, 
and was remanded for sentence. White, who 
is nearly 60 years old, stole two $1.000 bonds

He was 
not represented by counsel, and a fine of $50 
was piaced against the boat before he made 
his presence known.

Various Railroads Draw Fines. 


A number of railroad cases were also heard. 
The majority of the companies involved have 
adopted smoke devices, but it was proved that 
their engineers were careless in their use. 
Superintendent of Motive Power Wilson of 
the Rock Island, which road was fined $5 for 
allowing one of its engines to smoke, said the 
offense against the ordinance was traceable to 
an untrained fireman. His road had adopted 
the Nutting device on all of its engines. In- 
side of forty days, after the completion of the 
new freight yards, few freight chgines would 
come into the city. The offending engineer 
and fireman had been suspended. 

Fines of $5 were assessed against engines on 
the Lake Shore and the Erie roads. The 
Santa Fé was also fined the same amount. A 
representative of the company explained that 
the road was equipping its engines with a de- 
vice, the delivery of certain parts of which 
had been delayed. The Belt Line was fined 
$5 and costs. Master Mevhanic Peck swore 
that eighteen of the company’s thirty-six loco- 
motives were equipped with smoke abaters. 
The others were tobe so fitted, Engineer 
Fitzgerald of the engine which the inspectors 
swore had violated the ordinance at the Six- 
teenth street crossing testified that witha 
heavy train an engine was likely to“ stall“ at 
that crossing. Then the locomotive would 
smoke no matter what device was used. 


What the Northwestern Is Doing. 


Nine suits were brought against the North- 
western. A fine of $% and costs was placed 
against the company in each. Attorney A. W. 
Pulver appeared for the railroad company 
with a mass of letters from engineers and the 
Superintendent of Motive Power. The road, 
he said, made strong efforts to stop the smoke 
nuisance. It had 257 engines fitted with de- 
vices—nearly all of the locomotives which 
come into Chicago. Two engineers and two 
firemen were employed to travel the line and 
observe the smoke nuisance, Engineers and 
firemen who were careless were suspended 
promptly. Not one of the consumers used 
cost the company less than $50 before it was 
set up. One of the locomotives seen to smoke 
by tne inspectors did uot belong on this divis- 
ion and would not be in Chicago longer than 
a few days. It was not equipped with a 
smoke-abater. ä 

Engineer White of the Smoke Prevention 
Society suggested that he be allowed to make 
a trip with the traveling engineers and learn 
what they considered to be an abatement of 
smoke. This was agreed to. 

The down-town atmosphere yesterday was 
smokier than for several days past. Most of 
the chronic offending stacks were active, and 
a few others which the smoke inspectors said 
were apparently cured lapsed at intervals. 
Inspector George and the officials of the 
Smoke Prevention Society declared that the 
really bad smokers north of Harrison street 
numbered not more than twenty. Mr. George 
was emphatic in this statement, and Secretary 
Phelps was equally so. The latter said he was 
willing to bet that nobody could stand on a 
high building for an hour, which was time for 
the test, and count twenty stacks down-town 
which were bad offenders. 

An Old and Hardened Offender. 

One of the worst offenders, however, is the 
University Club Building on the west side of 
Dearborn, between Washington and Madison 
streets. The Independent Electric Lighting 
company has a plant in the basement, and W. 
D. Boyce has presses for the printing of his 
weekly papers underneath his office, These 
plants, with the elevator machinery and 
steam-heating plant, require the use of several 
boilers, the furnaces of which are connected 
with one large smokestack in the rear of the 
building. A poor quality of soft coal is said 
to be used, and, in consequence, there is a 
steady and continuous volume of black smoke 
pouring out, which settles in the street when 
the air is damp and invades upper windows of 
adjoining buildings. 7 

Yesterday was a busy day with this chim- 
ney. It began its work early and kept it up 
until late at night, making life for those in its 
vicinity miserable. The smoke from this 
chimney has peculiar qualities. It has a more 
unpleasant olen than most smoke and seems 
to be more inclined to stick to all objects with 
which it comes in contact. The chimney has 
been an offender for a long time and a fine 
was imposed some weeks ago at the instiga- 
tion of the Society for the Prevention of 


Smoke.

Altgeld Slurs and Belittles the Native- 
Born Americans, 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat: The Democrati 
candidate for Governor of Illinois, ex-Judge 
Altgeld, seems to think that the w to be 
elected is to disparage native-born citizens 
and give fulsome praise to those of foreiga 
birth.

The Americans, he declares, “‘can boast of 
no great things done by themselves.” They 
have prospered, according to his views,mainly 
by virtue of the help they have received from 
the foreign element. “It is in those States 
where we have the largest immigrant popula- 
tion,” he asserts, “that we find the highest 
development, the biggest cities, the finest 
architecture, the best agriculture, the most 
railroads, schools, churches, libraries, and 
everything that goes to make a great nation. 
When the country was in peril, he continues, 
almost every man who pointed a rifle at the 
flag and did his best to destroy the govern- 
ment was not only'American-born land a 
brother Democratof Altgeld] but boasted of 
a long line of American ancestry, 
while nearly one-half of those 
who went forth to save our 
, were either foreign-borr or the 
children of foreign-born parents. This is the 
talk of a demagogue appealing to prejudice, 
of course, but it is also the talk of a man 
who is asking the ple ot a great State to 
give him its highest office, therefore it 
deserves rebuke, not less for its bad taste 
than for its glaring misrepresentations, [The 
men of foreign birth numbered 22 per cent 
and the native-born 78 per cent of the Union 
army. | 

There is no disposition on the part of native 
Americans to underrato the. services of for- 
eign-born citizens in the development of the 
country who were loyal in the defense of the 
government, but when it is claimed that such 
citizens have done virtually everything that has 
come to pass for the advantage and 8 
the nation a protest must be entered. There 
were just as many copperheads among the 
foreign Democrats as of the native Democrats 
in proportion to their number.] ; 

It is not true that the best conditions of gen- 
eral welfare and progress are found where the 
immigrant population is largest. On the con- 
trary, it is where the native American element 
predominates that we make the most creditable 
showing in every respect. The highest grade of 
popular intelligence is in those Northern 
States which have a * 1 
number of foreigners. It is New England 
and New York west of the city that present 
the best example of social, moral, and polit- 
ical development, and New England and 
Western New York have been made what they 
are by native talent and industry. [And the 
great bulk of Ohio and Michigan have always 
been native-born. Until the last one or two 
decades 85 per cent of Illinois has been na- 
tive Americans. Ej:ghty-five to 90 per cent 
of Iowa, Kansas, and Nebraska is still native- 
born. 

Our worst municipal governments are in 
cities where the foreign vote is practically 
controlling {vide New York City]. It is by 
native Americans that most of our important 
enterprises are conducted and most of our 
signal victories achieved in all lines of activi- 
ty. Native Americans have commanded our 
armies and shaped our legislation and evolved 
our literature {and headed our enterprises and 
found employment for labor and built our 
railroads and telegraphs]. They have had the 
codéperation of the foreign element in a cer- 
tain degree, but not with the effect of relegat- 
ing them to a secondary position. 

The characters of surpassing potency in the 
annals of Illinois have not been foreign-born 
as Judge Altgeld ought to know; the splendi 
regiments that Illinois sent to the war were 
mostly composed of home-born citizens, as 
Judge Altgeld can easily ascertain by looking at 
the records. When all has been said in favor 
of the foreigners that they honestly deserve— 
and it is not to be denied that they have ma- 
terially helped to promote the best interests 
of the country—the fact still remains that the 
native American is the true representative of 
our national character and the superior factor 
in the story of our national advancement,

SEALERS SEIZED AT COPPER ISLAND.

Assistant County Controller D. D. Healy 

* Prepares a Careful Estimate for the 
Commissioners—The Probable Amount 
Saved Is $62,548, Which Is Considered 
a Good Record Made by the Present 
Board—But This Year’s Taxes Will Be 
Needed to Fill the Treasury. 


Assistant County Controller D. D. Healy 
has pre ared for the benefit of the County 
Commissioners tables showing the probable 
gain or loss in the various county funds at the 
beginning of the year 1893. The tables show 
the actual state of the funds Sept. 1, 1892, and 
on the first eight months’ expenditures as a 
basis is estimated the expenditures of the last 
four months of the year:

Probable Saving of $62,548, 

The summary shows a probable saving of 
$62,548, something almost without precedent 
in the history of a Cook County Board. 

Accompanying the showing of the condition 
of the various funds is a statement of the total 
bonded indebtedness of Cook County. The 
old indebtedness incurred under the old Con- 
stitution amounts to $1,658,500, and is in 4% 
per cent refunding bonds in two series; series 
„A,“ amounting to $1,158,500, and series 
B“ to $500,000, The tirst of these was re- 
issued May 1, 1880, and matures May 1, 1900; 
the second was reissued May 1, 1885. 
and matures May 1, 1895. The new 
indebtedness, created since Aug. 8, 
1870, consists of an issue of 5 per cent Cuurt- 
House bonds for $750,000, issued Jan. 1, 1879, 
and maturitig Jan. 1, 1899; a series of 4 per 
cent funding fund bonds for $1,000,000, issued 
May 1, 1888, and maturing at from one to 
twenty years, and a series of 4 per cent re- 
funding bonds, Series C, for $1,350,000, issued 
May 1, 1892, and maturing at from one to 
twenty years. On the 4 per cent funding 
fund bonds four payments, each of $50,000, 
have been made. This leaves the total 
bonded indebtedness of the county $4,558,500. 

May 1, 1893,“ concludes the report, the 
first installment, amounting to $67,500, of ro- 
funding bonds, series C, issued May 1, 1892, 
will fall due. Your attention is called to the 
fact that these bonds were issued four months 
subsequent to the passage of the annual ap- 
propriation bill, consequently no provision 
was made for the retiring of the first series. 
It is therefore necessary that a sum shall be 
saved from the present appropriations to pay 
the bonds matur:ng May 1, 1893.’” 

A comparison of the probable saving of 
$62,548, with this figure of $68,500, which must

be saved to retire the first series of bonds is- 
sued May 1, 1892, shows that the county will 


have within $4,952 of this amount. But the 
total of appropriations for county purposes 
for 1892 is $1,901,071, while the total cash on 
hand to meet that appropriation, owing to the 
large increase of the taxation of 1892 over 
that of 1891, is but $1,578,627. That leaves a 
deficit of cash to meet obligations of 1892 of 
$323,445. The average total expense a month 
for the year 1892 is $158,462, exclusive of the 
salary fund, which does not figure in the 
above report, which will exhaust the amount 
of cash on hand about Nov. 1, 1892. 


Treasury Won't Be Empty. 


At first sight these figures seem to show 
that the Cook County Treasury will be empty 


and the county bankrupt at the beginning of 


next November. But such is nut tne proba- 
ble result. - Mach of the money appropriated 
for payments, and which figures in the table 
as actual expense, is for work or contracts 
which will probably not be finished this year, 
and the bills therefore will certainly not be 
presented for payment until after the 1892 
taxes are collected. This will leave in the 
Treasury sufficient money to pay all actual ex- 
penses until the collection of this year’s taxes 
replenishes the Treasury. 

The probable first effect of this report 
of the Assistant Controller will be the 
defeat of the plan to build a gymnasium 
at the Normal School. Certain of the Com- 
missioners have held all along that there was 
plenty of money in the Treasury. ,Commis- 
sioner Skallerup, the chief champion of the 
gyMuasium, in particular, stated at the last 
meeting of the board that there was at least 
$150,000 to spare in the Treasury. Enough 
Commissioners favor the exercise hall to build 
it, but the majority of those friends have de- 
clared that they were in favor of building it 
if there was enough money to be spared for 
that purpose. When the report is read at 
Monday’s meeting of the board probably the 
last will be heard of the gymnasium. 


‘URGE MISS SWEET’sS CONFIRMATION. 


The Woman's Club Adopts Resolutions Ad- 
dressed to the Aldermen, 

A special meeting of the Board of the Wom- 
an's club was held yesterday afternoon in the 
club-rooms in the Athenzum Building. The 
meeting was called to take some action in re 
gard to the matter of Miss Ada C. Sweet’s 
appointment on the Board of Education. Miss 
Sweet’s name was first proposed to Mayor 
Washburne by the club, and the members 
were anxious to take some step to forward 
her confirmation. The meeting was short, 
but marked by some vigorous language on 
the part of the club members, who unani- 
mously adopted the following preamble and 
resolution: 

WHEREAS, The necessity for the appointment 
of women upon the Board of Education in this 
city is one of the public matters in which the 
Chicago Woman’s club has taken a prominent 
part; and 

Wuereas, The recent action of the Mayor of 
this city in appointing Miss AdaC. Sweet to 
membership in the Board of Education is of 
more especial interest to us because, as her asso- 
ciates, we have persona! knowledge of her pecul-

Resolved, That we herewith present our re- 
quest to the honorable Board of Aldermen that 
such appointment of Miss Sweet be confirmed, 
being assured that her qualitications for the du- 
ties of that position are such as will reflect credit 
upon the educational interests of this city. 


DEMOCRATS ARE MISRKREPRESENTING. 


False Stories in Circulation to Aid Their 
Weakling Candidates. 

Thus early in the campaign the local Demo- 
cratic managers have resorted to their con- 
genial occupation of cheap lying in the inter- 
est of their weakling candidates. ‘Tuesday 
evening they put ir circulation a faked story 
about an alleged combination between Mr. 
Neely, the Republican candidate for State’s-

WANT INCREASED REPRESENTATION. 


Tenth-Warders Think They Are Entitled 
to More Seats in the Council. 

The school census of 1892 shows as follows: 
Population of the Seventh Ward, 49,264; 
Eighth Ward, 39,905; Ninth Ward, 45,032; 
total for three wards, 134,201. These wards 
have an area of two and a half square miles, 
or an average of more than a dozen inhabit- 
ants to each building lot. The population of 
the Tenth Ward is shown as 56,477, with an 
area of six and threa-quarter square miles, 
or an average of one inhabitant to 
each lot. The population of 
Town of Cicero is 15,000, with an 
area of twenty-three square miles, or 
an average of one inhabitant to the acre. 
The East End, by reason of its docks and 
railroads, is properly a great factory district, 
but its employés are now huddled together, 
for the reason that transportation has never 
been provided for the residence territory at 
the west, where cheap lots, fresh air, city 
water, sewers, public schools, parks, fire and 

olice protection are adequate. The Tenth 

Vard therefore 1s likely to go on increasing 
in population and its people demand more 
adequate representation in the Council. They 
are urging a redistricting of the city in order 
to give that firmer representation. 


Democratic Family Troubles. 
For the third time C. S. Darrow informed 
a Democratic committee yesterday that under 


no possible circumstances will he accept a 


nomination for Congress in the First District. 
The committee departed, and the Democratic 
managers will now go through the forin of 
offering the nomination to J. W. Doane, 
knowing that he will not accept, After he de- 
clines it will be offered to E. Burrit Smith.

Permission was granted, with the understand- 
ing that he would have to come to New York 
with an answer when he was sent for. He 
will bring his letter of acceptance with him, 
and it will be revised.

STEVENSON’S “MILITARY RECORD.” 


A Dispatch from Middletown, Conff., Makes 
Veterans at Washington Indignant. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Sept. 19.—[ Special to 
Indianapolis Journal. If anything was need- 
ed to arouse the indignation of the G. A. R. 
members now in Washington against the 
„ military record” of Gen.“ Adlai E. Ste ven- 
son. the Democratic Vice- Presidential candi- 
date with Grover Cleveland, it was the publi- 
cation of a dispatch today from Middletown, 
Conn, 
manufacture of fire-arins, and was during the 
war. The dispatch says that it has been dis- 
covered that in 1862 the Savage Arms com- 
pany of Middletown shipped the Knights of the 
Golden Circle at Columbus, O., 2,000 revolv- 
ers, which were manufactured for the United 
States and thrown out by its agents, not being 
up to the required standard ; that an examina- 
tion of the rec rds of the Savage Arms com- 
pany discloses the fact that Gen.“ Stevenson 
was one of those who stood responsible for the 
arms. and was recognized as an agent for 
those to whom the revolvers were sent. 

The publication of this statement created 
considerable talk in G. A. R. circles and the 
Democratic candidate for the Vice-Presideucy 
has come in for a good share of political con- 
demnation. His record during the war, the 
veterans say, must have been known to Gro- 
ver Cleveland, who hired a substitute, and, it 
has been said, left him in the poorhouse at 
the end of the rebellion to die a pauper. Con- 
sequently the head of the Democratic ticket 
also goes down at the foot of the list in the 
estimation of soldiers, The Middletown dis- 
patch does not go into substantial details by 
which „Gen.“ Stevenson’s name was con- 
nected with the shipment of arms, but it 
states that Gen. Henry B. Carrington, who 
was Gov.

INDIANA DOES NOT WANT THE 
GARFIELD PARK GANG. 


Citizens of Lake County Indignant at the 
Prospect of Having a Race-Track at 
Robey — Members of the Association 
Scheming to Obtain Political Control— 
Movement to Annex Hammond to the 
Track—Sections of the Statute Against 
Gaming in the State. 

Citizens of Lake County, Ind., are indig- 


nant because of the threatened removal of the 


Garfield Park club, with its following of gam- 
blers, touts, and blacklegs, to a point within 
the county lines. 

Work on the race-track at Robey is being 
carried on as rapidly as possible, and it isnow 
but a question of a few weeks until the Gar- 
field Park contingent of lawbreakers, driven 
from the territory where they bave been ac- 
customed to rob the poor, will descend upon 
the territory of the neighboring State of In- 
diana. 

The Garfield track officials have already 
taken the initiative toward gaining political 
control of Lake County. Men who are fa- 
miliar with the affairs of the county just across 
the State line say money has already been 
furnished toward the campaign fund of the 
Democrats in Lake ard that assurances have 
been given the race-track people that racing 
will not be interfered with. Offices in Lake 
County that have gone begging heretofore are 
now in great demand, and the candidates of 
both the Republican and Democratic parties 
for Sheriff are moving heaven and earth to 
secure election. The office of Sheriff of Lake 
County, with the race-track at Robey under 
the control of Mike McDonald’s gang, will be 
worth more than the job of being a member 
of the Chicago City Council. 

The manufacturing and packmg town of 
Hammond is five miles from the Robey race- 
track, yet some of the city officials of Ham- 
mond, it is said, are figuring on annexation 
with the Robey track so that they may get a 
finger in the plum pudding. 

A rumor of the attempt at annexation be- 
came public some days ago in Hammond, 
and it has raised such a storm of indignation 
that a halt in the proceedings has been culled. 

The City Council of Hammond is Demo- 
cratic by alarge majority. Mayor Thomas 
Hammond is a Democrat and the Chief of 
Police is a Democrat. The members of the 
City Council and the Chief of Police are cred- 
ited witn having hatched the scheme of annexa- 
tion, and if the public indignation which has 
been aroused because of the proposed action 
does not deter the city officials an ordinance 
will probably be passed within the next few 
— calling an election to decide the ques- 

ion. , 
Will Seek an Injunction, 


So strong has the feeling against annexa- 
tion become that four or five citizens and tax- 
payers have promised to apply to the courts 
of the county for injunctions if an ordinance 
calling for an election is passed. The claim 
which will be made in support of the injunc- 
tions will be that the annexation will injure 
the value of their property and increase taxa- 
tion through the necessity for the extension 
of the water-works system, the lighting and 
policing of the added district. 

Officials of the race-track are not anxious 
that Robey should be annexea to Hammond. 
It would mean just so much additional inter- 
ference with the track and a consequent in- 
crease of expenditures from the contingent 
fund. As it is now the track will be subject 
to State law alone. 

Crown Point, the county seat of Lake Coun- 
ty, is twenty-five miles from Robey, and it 
would take some time for authentic informa- 
tion regarding the violations of the law to 
reach that place. 

Mayor Tom Hammond of Hammond 18 
President of the Commercial Bank, and, while 
he is not straight-laced regarding such mat- 
ters, he expressed himself yesterday as being 
opposed to the pian of annexation. 

The Garfield Park people are credited not 
only with a desire to run the politics of Lake 
County, but with a plan to gain an ascendency 
in the State Legislature. 

Among the sections of the Revisea Statutes 
of Indiana which will be violated every day 
the Robey track is open to the public are the 
following: 

Statute Against Gambling. 


Revised Statutes, Sec. No. 2,081, Gaming—Who- 
ever by playing or betting at or upon any game 
or wager, or upon the result of any game or horse 
race or trial of speed between men or animals, 
either loses or wins any article of value shall be 
fined in any.sum not more than $100 nor less than 
G. to which may be added imprisonment in the 
county jail not more than three months nor less 
than ten days. ° 

Sec. 2,082—Whoever makes any bet or wager or 
sells or purchases any pools on the result of any 
election held under the laws of this State, or upon 
the result of any election of any person to any 
oflice, post, or situation, or upon the election of 
President or Vice-President of the United States, 
or of Senators or Representatives in Congress, or 
of any Elector of President or Vice-President of 
the United States, or sells or purchases any pools 
on the result of any horse race or trial of speed 
between men or animals, or of any game, shail be 
fined not more than $100 nor less than $, to which 
may be added imprisonment in the county jail 
— more than three months nor less than ten 

ays. 

Sec. 2,084. Any person who shall keep any room 
or building or any portion of any room or build- 
ing or occupy any place or public or private 
ground anywhere within the State with appa- 
ratus, books, or other device for the pur of 
recording bets or wagers or of selling pools, and 
any person who shall record or register bets or 
wagers or sells pools upon the result of any trial 
or any contest of skill, speed, or power of endur- 
ance of man or beast, or being the owner, lessee, 
or occupant of any such rooms, buildings, part or 
portions thereof sball knowingly permit the same 
to be used or occupied for any of the purposes 
aforesaid, or shall therein keep, exhibit, or em- 
ploy any device or apparatus for the purpose of 
recording or registering such bets or wagers or 
for the selling of such pools or shall have the 
custodian or depository for hire of reward of any 
money, property, or other thing of value stated, 
wagered, or pledged as aforesaid upon any such 
results shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall upon conviction be fined not more than 
$500 nor less than S, or imprisoned in the county 
jail for not more than six months nor less than ten 
days. 

These sections have been carefully examined 
by the attorneys for the Garfield Park club, 
and the penalties are considered so small that 
with a proper understanding with county 
officials nothing is to be feared. One fine a 
day for violation of the law would not amount 
to more than the fee for a city amusement li- 
cense in Chicago, and then there remains the 
power of appeals and consequent delays which 
will be likely to tire a not overzealous official.

Three days instead of two, as recently de- 
cided upon, will probably be devoted to the 
dedicatory exercises. According to the pres- 

ent plan there is to be a civic parade Oct. 20, 

and a military review and the dedicatory ex- 

ercises proper Oct. 21. This bunchmg of a 

review with the five hours’ exercises in the 

Manufactures Building, the luncheon of 5,000

The argument for not hav- 
ing the review Saturday has been that the 
troops.would be detained in Chicago over Sat- 
urday night, and their departure Sunday 
would create more or less confusion on that

Details of the marching of the 15,000 troops 
and the procession of 500 carriages as planned 
for Uct. 21 were ascertained for the first time 
yesterday. Provision is made for starting the 
procession at 8:30 o’clock at the Auditorium, 
seorted by United States cavalry and light 
artillery, the procession to move south on 
‘Michigan avenue to Twenty-ninth street, 
where it will receive the President of the 
United States, and then move along Grand 
boulevard to Washington Park and be formed 
in parallel lines on the west side of the parade 
line of the park. a ha 
When forming at the Auditorium the 
mounted troops are to act as escorts to the 
Governors of States and Territories, accom- 
pany them from the Auditorium to Washing- 
ton Park and take their position in the rear 
of the staff of the Governor whom they escort, 
and when the line of march is taken up pro- 
ceed in their proper positions. 
Disposition of Troops. 

Meanwhile the National and State troops 
will have been formed in line on the gast side 
of the tield. As the President approaches the 
grounds the President’s salute will be fired, 
and on his taking his position opposite the 

center of the line the troops will pass in re- 
view. After the review they will then become 
the escort of honor for the entire procession 
and continue the march along Fifty-seventh 
street to the Exposition grounds and the Man- 
ufactures Building. ; 
When President Harrison’s carriage passes 
through the park a battery on the lake shore 
-will firc the national salute. A part of the 
troops will be stationed around the Manu- 
factures Building and along the line of march 
through the grounds. 

It is this review and mixing of the troops, 
carriages, iuncheens, odes, music, and 
speeches that the Council of Administration 
will be called upon to revise tomerrow night. 

Arrangements have been made for quarters 
and food supply for the State troops that are 
to take part in the dedicatory exercises. They 
will be quartered in three of the buildings at 
the park, and upon their arrival in Chicago 
will proceed directly to the grounds. 

It bas been decided to invite the Governors 
of States and Territories with their staff. offi- 
cers to ride ahead of the civic parade, which 
will take place Oct. 20. The Governors will 
ride in the order in which the States became 
a part of the Federal Government, and after 
passing the reviewing stand will join the Pres- 
ident and witness the march of the procession 
at a point to be designated hereafter. .

ITS LIFE OR DEATH. 


FATE OF THE INTER-STATE LAW 
HANGS IN THE BALANCE. 


On Judge Gresham’s Decision Depends the 
Existence of the Statute—Strong Argu- 
ment on Belfalf of the Government and 
the People by Mr. Dabney—Evils of 
Discrimination Forcibly Depicted—The 
Nickel-Plate Comes to Time—Packing 
‘House Product Rates, 

Considerabie interest is manifested among 
railroad officials and others as to the result of 
the present hearing before Judge Gresham re 
garding the refusal of certain railroad offi- 
cials and shippers to answer questions to the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission and pro- 
duce books and papers. Upon 
the decision of Judge Gresham depends the 
life of the Inter-State law. Should he sus- 
tain the defendants and decree that the Inter- 
State Commission has no judicial powers and 
cannot compel witnesses to answer questions 
and force the production of books and papers 
as may be needed in the prosecution of cases 
it will be needless to make further 
attempts to convict anybody under the 
law as it now stands. It is contended 
that the principal trouble with the law as it 
now stands is that it provides penalties only 
against officials or employés who may be con- 
victed of having made discriminative rates. 
All the prosecutions thus far have been 
against minor officials, who, it is claimed, 
made the rates under instructions from their 
superior officers, but who take good care that 
the blame will not fall upon them. 

This part of the law, said a prominent rail- 
road official yesterday, should be repealed 
and amendment inade holding the railroad 
companies themselves responsible for the acts 
of their officers and agents, and providing cx- 
ceedingly heavy fines and penalties. This 
would touch the pockets of the stockholders, 
and they would see to it that discrimination is 
not practiced. If companies themselves were 
made responsible instead of employés wit- 
nesses could not refuse to answer questions or 
produce books and papers on the ground that 
they might incriminate themselves. 

The arguments were not ended yesterday, 
as was expected, and will be resumed today. 
Charles Counselman and John C. Gault, the 

rain operators, were interested listeners. W. 

. Dabney, for the government, and John P. 
Wilson, for the railroads, occupied the entire 
day in presenting their views. Mr. Dabney 
read many decisions where similar investiga- 
tions were sustained as legal. The trade and 
commerce of the United States were develop- 
ing so rapidly and becoming so complicated, 
he said, that it was necessary for 
the government to regulate the railway 
traffic tothe extent that shippers would not 
be discriminated against. The prosperity or 
ruin of many a city depended oftentimes al- 
most entirely upon the fairness or unfairness 
of railroad rates. The people had as much 
right to demand that they be treated fairly in 
these matters as any one had to invoke the 
power of acourt to collect adebt. The peo- 
ple had a mght to demand that the judiciary 
take cognizauce of cases of this kind where 
the public interest was general. If a corpora- 
tion, like the Illinois Steel company, 
owned stock in a railroad which gave 
preferential rates to the Steel com- 
pany, the stockholaers of the Steel 
company would be given just that much ad- 
vantage and undue preference. If such were 
the case it would not be discovered without 
the production of the books. The government 
had conferred valuable franchises upon the 
railroads by exempting them from certain 
damages which might be sustained by the 
States and they owed a dutyto the public. 
Mr. Dabney gave several instances where the 
trade of cities which had been discriminated 
against in the matter of railroad rates had 
been practically ruined by the unfair ad- 
vantages accorded rival cities. 

Mr. Wilson and Mr. Wilburn, on behalf of 
the railroads, cited numerous decisions, hold- 
ing that Congress had no power to confer the 
extraordinary powers of a court upon a com- 
mission. A notable instance was that where- 
in the United States had declared that the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives ex- 
ceeded his powers in appointing a Congress- 
ional committee to investigate the failure of 
Jay Cook & Co. The committee had ordered 
certain witnesses in the case to produce books 
and vouchers. The witnesses refused and the 
Supreme Court sustained them in their re- 
fusal. Mr. Wilson denied that the govern- 
ment had ever conferred any franchises upon 
the railroads. 


BRING THE NICKEL-PLATE TO TIME, 


It Withdraws Its Rate of $12.50 Chicago 
to New. York. 

Vice-Chairman Donald’s efforts to prevent 
the Nickel-Plate from demoralizing passenger 
rates from Chicago to the East have been 
partially successful. Advices were received 
here yesterday that President Caldwell of 
the Nickel-Plate had instructed General 
Passenger Agent Horner to withdraw the 
rate of $12.50, Chicago to New York. Presi- 
dent Caldwell is quoted as saying that when 

company put the $12.50 rate in effect it was 

on the information that otner roads were 

making the same rate, and he did not think 

that any objection would be raised. He or- 

dered the rate to be withdrawn for the reason, 

he says, that his company has so little interest 
in the New York passenger business. 

It is emphatically denied by the General 
Passenger Agents of the Chicago east-bound 
roads that any tickets are sold at less than 
tariff rates—namely: $20 by the first-class 
roads and $18 by the differential lines—except- 
ing the few tickets which scalpers pick up 
here and there and sell at cut rates, but even 
these are sold at no more than $2 less than 
tariff. Itis therefore a matter of speculation 
how the Nickel-Plate could: have secured in- 
formation that a $12.50 rate was being made 
by other roads. 

The low rates made by the Nickel-Plate to 
Buffalo and return have, however, not yet 
been withdrawn, but strong efforts are being 
made by the Lake Shore and Michigan Cen- 
tral, which are mostly interested in these 
rates, to get the Nickel-Plate to withdraw 
these rates also, for if they are not withdrawn 
the Niagara Falls Short Line and Chicago and 
Grand Trunk will undoubtedly meet the 
Nickel-Plate’s rates, and. this would seriously 
affect the business of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Central. 


IRREGULAR RATES MADE BY ROADS. 


Instructions Regarding Shipments of Pack- 
ing-House Product. 

Chairman Midgley informs the members 
of the Western Freight Association that com- 
plaint has been made that in certain cases 
roads have accepted less than carload ship- 
ments of packing-house product from South 
Omaha at the carload rate, with the notation 
that the shipment was a part lot. and for that 
reason it erroneously was billed at the car- 
load rate. He therefore requests members 
to instruct their agents to discontinue 
the practice as above, and seeto it that all 
part lots are either billed at the less than 
carload rate, or if the carload rate be allowed 
then that charge be made for a minimum 
weight of 20,000 pounds per car. 

Another practice in the same connection to 
which attention 1s called is that of accepting 
mixed shipments of packing-house product 
from Missouri River points consigned to two 
differeit parties in the same car, 
and billing each shipment at the 
carload rate, regardless of minimums. 
For example: 4 shipment consigned 
to a party in Liverpool, Eng., containing 
16,000 pounds of meat, would be billed at the 
carload rate. In the same car a shipment 
consigned to another party in Liverpool, con- 
taining, say, 18,000 pounds, would also be 
billed at the carload rate. notwithstanding 
the rule in relation to minimum weights es- 
tablashed by order of the association. 

The transaction last described is in conflict 
with the rules established by the association 
at us meeting last May, and as the application 
to do as above recited was at the time de- 
clined, all members should instruct their 
agents to 1 to the rules as they 
are recoun in the tariffs and proceedi 
of the association. . Bei

INSURANCE NEWS. 


Among the firms against whom suit is 
brought to collect the loss in the recent fire of 
Smith, Gray & Co. of Brooklyn are the following 
of Chicago: John V. Farweil & Co., Armour & 
Co., Mandel Brothers, Anglo-American Provision 
company, Armour Packing company, Crane com- 
pany, Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co., who are sub 
scribers to the extent of $1,354 for each firm. Be- 
sides these, Clement, Bane & Co. and the Bruns- 
wick-Balke-Collender company are subscribers to 
the amount of $339 apiece, and George Fowler, 
Son & Co. (Limited] and A. C. McClurg & Co. are 
subscribers each for $677. The whole loss, it is 
claimed, is $150,000, divided among 154 firms in 
sums of $1,354, $677, and $339 respectively. 


All underwriters are interested that a Na- 
tional Bankrupt law should be enacted by the 
present Congress. Many of thecrooked fire losses 
are directly chargeable to the want of a uniform 
law in all the States. If there were an equitable 
bankrupt law under which honest debtors could 
be absolved from further liability quite a percent- 
age of losses would be sav Not only are under- 
writers anxious that there should be a general 
law of this kind, but, if enacted, it would tend to 
benefit all kinds of business. The need for such 
relief can hardly be overstated. 


The rumor that the Firemen’s Insurance 
company of New Orleans is to go out of business 
is denied. The death of the President only a few 
months ago, followed as it was by the death of the 
Secretary but a week ago, probably had something 
to do with the rumor. It is now said the stock- 
holders of the Firemen’s will come to the rescue, 
put up more money, and rehabilitate the cor- 
poration. The Firemen's has never done busi- 
ness in Lilinois, so that in any case underwriters 
here feel but little interest in the company. 


The meeting of the Fire Underwriters’ As- 
sociation of Chicago held yesterday was well at- 
tended, but nothing of importance was trans- 
acted. The brokerage question occupied some 
time in considération, but no conclusion was ar- 
rived at. A reference was made to the committee 
to report at the next meeting. The Committee 
on Automatic Alarms had its report read, but 
want of time delayed taking up this important 
subject. 


The Supreme Court of Michigan recently 
held that the proved fact thut the insured was 
doing business at a loss was too remote for the 
purpose of establishing fraud on his part in mak- 
ing statements claimed to be false as to the 
amount and value of goods in his store at the 
time of the fire. 

New*York, Sept. 21.—[ Special.] — The third 
annual convention of the National tiation of 
Life Underwriters, which will last three days, 
began this morning at Carnegie Hall. There were 
more than 100 delegates present from all parts of 
the country. The convention was called to 
order by Charles H. Raymond of New York. 
Chairman of the association. Tilden Blodgett 
of this city delivered an address of welcome in 
which he announced that the local members of 
the association had arranged for a_sail on the 
East River, New York Bay. and the Hudson River 
during the afternoon. Chairman Raymond in 
his address to the association referred to the 
practice of rebates by local agents as one that was 
most pernicious and which the association was 
endeavoring to stamp out. Most of the States 
had passed anti-rebate laws through their Legis- 
latures. The Executive committee in its report 
also referred to this subject and recommended 
that all companies connected with the associa- 
tion adopt such measures as will exclude from 
the business ail ents who may persist in givir 
rebates to 2 The convention wi 
meet again at 10 a. m. tomorrow. 


Excetsiorn Sprines, Mo., Sept. 21.—[ Spe- 
eial. The Missouri, Kansas. and Nebraska Fire 
Underwriters’ Association closed a two-days’ con- 
ference this afternoon. Several times the life of the 
association under its tri-State cognomen was 
threatened and the session finally dropped Kan- 
sas and Nebraska and adopted the name, “ Asso- 
ciation of Fire Cnderwriters of Missouri.“ with 
the following officers: A. E. Pinckney, Presi- 
dent; Lytle, Vice-President; and F 
Knightou, Secretary. The main reason fox this 
course was the fact that the old association had 
outlived its days of usefulness, as the 
two other States have associations of their own 
and there was nothing for this organization to 
accomplish.

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VETERANS’ BUSY DAY. 


‘REPORTS OF COMMANDER PALMER 
AND OTHER OFFICERS. 


The Former Explains His Action in the 
Mississippi and Louisiana Department 
Case, Reiterating That the Color Line 
Must Not Be Drawn—An Increase in 
Membership Shown and Several Sug- 
gestions of Importance Made—Echoes 
of the Great Parade, 


Wasuinaton, D. C., Sept. 21.— Special. ]— 
Washington's army of peace blessed itself 
today for its good luck in having the grand 
parade yesterday. The parade being over, 
the thousands of veterans did not mind the 
drizzling rain which began early in the morn- 
ing and continued aliday. The old soldiers 
all agree that the great parade of 1892 will be- 
come as historic probably as the great review 
of 1865. While guesses of the number of vet- 
erans in line vary all the way from 55,000 to 
85,000, there is no disagreement that it was 
the grandest parade which will be known in 
the history of thé Grand Atmy. There could 
hardly have been fewer than 65,000 men in 
tine, while 70,000 is probably nearer the cor- 
rect figure, 

‘One of today’s events was a reception on 
board the full size model of the Kearsarge, 
which is “in commission” in Grand Army 
place. ‘the feature of the reception was that 
Lieut. Winslow, the son of the man who com- 
manded the Kearsarge when it defeated the 


Alabama, received the visitors. A great many 


thousand of the veterans left town in the 
morning to visit the surrounding battle- 
fields. They left the work of the order to the 
National Encampment proper, which met 
with nearly 1,200 delegates and listened 
te Commander Palmer's address recount- 
ing the year’s progress and the pres- 
ent conditfon of the Grand Army. The 
question of the next national encampment 
was settled by the unanimous selection of 
Indianapolis. This was due to a clever piece 
of strategy at the meeting. Gov. Ira Chase 
of the Hoosier State announced that he had 
received a telegram summoning him to 
Indianapolis and he asked to be indulgea to 
make a few remarks before leaving for home. 
This privilege was accorded him and he did 
not forget to paint a pretty word picture of 
the charms of the Capital of Indiana for the 
encampment, Just as he started to leave the 
hall one of ùedelegates rose and suggested that 
to stop further campaigning he would move 
that Indianapolis be the next meeting place. 
Instantly the motion was seconded and al- 
most before the gathering was aware of it the 
home of the Presiient had been unanimously 
selected for the next reunion of his former 
comrades, When the result was stated Mr. 
Chase rushed down the aisle towards the Com- 
mander-in-Chief- and throwing his arms 
around him hugged him vigorously and en- 
thusiastically. .Some delegates called for an- 
other speech from Gov. Chasa and he an- 
swered that he would make it short and to the 


point. 
God bless you all,” said he. We will 
meet again at Indianapollis.’’ 

Ohio pro an amendment at the last 
encampment setting forth that while Past 
Commanders-in-Chief and Department Com- 
manders should be entitled to aamission to 
the annual gatherings of the Grand Army 
they should not be entitled to vote upon any 
question. This amendment will come up dur- 
ing the nt meeting, but it is not likely 
to go through owing to the number of Past 
Commanders now in the body. For them it 
is claimed that they are entitled to this honor 
by reason of past services in the cause and 
that not more than thirty such delegates to 
the main body are created annually. 

May Last Through Friday. 

Indications point to a continuance of the 
encampment into Friday, but some of the 
more energetic delegates are trying to secure 
an adjournment after tomorrow evening’s 
session: , 

Postmaster Sexton’s name will not be pre- 
sented for the position of Commander in- 
Chief. This was determined at the meeting of 
the Department of IIlinois held this morning. 
There had previously been an informal talk 
on the subject and it was clearly develoved 
that the sentiment of the Illinois delegation 
was decidedly against one of their number be- 
ing set up for slavghter. Practically this is 
what it would have amounted to was the 
consensus of opinion since the position is con- 
ceded to be one for which the pins must be 
placed fully a year before the meeting of the 
Grand Encampment. While the Illinois dele- 
gation is not a unit for any other candidate a 
majority incline favorably towards the can- 
vass of Capt. Weissert of Milwaukee. It is 
asserted, however, that he has been up before 
the encainpment several times for the highest 
office im its gift, and while he is popular in 
the West.there is a current against him in 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. 

. Doings of Thomas Post. 

George H. Thomas Post No. 5 ot Chicago, 
under Commander Burbank, has mapped out 
an extensive and comprehensive program, 
only a portion of which was carried out today 
owing tothe rain. This morning 200 mem- 
bers, escorted by the Denver fife and druin 
crops, marched to Thomas circle at the in- 
tersection of Massachusetts and Vermont ave- 
nues, Fourteenth and L streets, and held an 
interesting ceremony at the base of the statue 
of the hero for whom the post is named. H.W. 
Thomas of Chicago delivered an address, in 
which he gave an interesting account of his 
meeting with Pap Thomas after the war, 
coupled with some personal reminiscences of 
his namesake. It was the intention of Thomas 
Post to decorate Sheridan’s grave at Arling- 
ton, but rain prevented this portion of the 
program and it will be carried out, if possible, 
tomorrow after returning from Mount Ver- 
non. Friday will be spent at Fredericksburg 
and Richmond, the post traveling in its spe- 

’ cial train to both places. Gettysburg will be 

the .objective point for Saturday and after 
spending the day on the battlefield the special 
train will start thence for Chicago Saturday 
evening, it being the expectation of the 
excursionists that they will reach their homes 
twenty-four hours later. 

The business session of the encampment 
was held in the Grand Opera-House. 

With about half the deiegates in their seats 
Commander-in-Chief Paimer rapped to order 
at 10:25 as he stood behind a large bass drum 
for a rostrum. A glee club of veterans sang 
a song inviting the encampment to Indian- 
apolis next year, saying the girls would turn 
out and the boys would welcome their friends 
in 1893. This was uproariously applauded. 
Commissioner Douglass of the District of 
Columbia read an address of welcome on be-

n justice to the men against whom we con- 
tended for four long years, I desire to say that 
notwithstanding — intemperate attacks made 
upon me by some of the Southern journals during 
my visit tothe department encampment in Au- 

usta, Ga., I met many ex-Confederate soldiers 

rom whom I received a cordial greeting, and 1 
was glad to take by the hand any brave Confeder- 
ate soldier who accepted the generous terms of 
the surrender at Appomattox. 


After referring at some length to the diffi- 
culties encountered in the course of his term 
of office he spoke as follows upon the Louisi- 
ana and Mississippi affair: 


I had hoped that the action of the twenty-fifth 
national encampment at Detroit would have set- 
tled al) existing differences in this department. 
and I would be relieved from the unpleasant dis- 
turbances encountered by my predecessors. Up 
to the time of this meeting my predecessors had 
kindly exercised a discretionary power and permit- 
ted posts from 9 to l7 to make tlleir reports and pay 
their dues direct to national heauquarters. But 
the decision of the national encampment on this 
question was emphatic and no shadow of uncer- 
tainty any longer remained. The encampment in 
passing upon the subject did it in the following 
clear and unmistakable language; 


No Color Line. 


An organization which from its birth in De- 
catur, III., in 1866 to its silver encampment bas 
never turned from its doors any deserving com- 
rade on account of his nationality, creed, or 
color. . During that fierce struggle for the 
life of the nation we stood shoulder to shoulder 
as comrades tried. It is too late to divide ou the 
color line. A man who is good enough to stand 
between the flag and those who would destroy it 
when the fate of the nation hung trembling in 
the balance is good enough to be a comrade in 
arty department of the rand Army of the Re- 
lic. No different rule has been or ever will 

recognized by the survivors of the army and 
navy. 

This question had tested the patience, skill, and 
endurance of my predecessors in their efforts to 
bring about an amicabie adjust men: of the differ- 
ences existing in this department between the 
white and colored posts, but every effort had 
failed. It had cost the National Encampment 
more money. time, and energy through the exer- 
tions of comrades sent into this r to 
check the progress of the growi ischief than 
all other departments combined from the incep- 
tion of the order to the present time. But when 
the officers of this department absolutely refused 
to obey the rales of the encampment I had no dis- 
cretion to deal with either their motives or rea- 
sons assumed in their refusal. The duties of the 
Commander-in-Chief are clearly defined. Posts 
from 9 to 17 reported to national headquarters 
that au the annual meeting of the Department of 
Louisiana ana Mississippi, held in the month of 
February, they were refused admission or rep- 
resentation, although their dues were 
tendered and declined. They then forwarded 
their reports and du@s to national headquarters. 
The attention of the Department Commander 
was called to the rules of the order and he was 
directed to recognize the posts. He declined to 
do so and an order was issued from the headquar- 
ters of the Department of Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi by the Departmont Commander, stating 
that the Commander-in-Chief had ordered Posts 
9 to 17 recognized. 

This order the Council of Administration, under 
a full sense of the gravity of the act and aware of 
the possible consequences of their refusal to com- 
ply, decided that they could not conscientiously 
obey and the department contirmed and ratified 
their action. 

Two alternatives now confronted me. Were 
the representatives of eight posts in Louisiana 
and Mississippi to rule or should the voice of the 
majority of nearly half a million comrades govern 
the affairs of this great order? The one meant 
disruption, the other that the dignity and laws of 
the order should be maintained. The obstinacy, 
which at first wore an aspect of legitimate effort, 
proposed no longer ta yield to the laws of the 
order, but developed into open defiance and re- 
ven if the officersiof this department were un- 
willing to abide by the ruies of the National En- 
campment it was their privilege to resign 
and permit others to chosen who would, but 
they had no right to attempt to thwart the action 
of the National Encampment by an effort to 
bring about a dissolution of the department by an 
illegal act. April 25, in special orders No. 5, I 
suspended the department commander and 

laced in command Senior Vice Commander 

urkee, with instructions to recognize the posts 
from 9 to 17 and report to these headguarters not 
later than ry! 15. Under date of May 11 he 
acknowledged the receipt of the order and said: 
No application has been made since the meet- 
ing in February from Posts 9 to 17. Should they 
make application I will report my action.“ 

Another Suspension. 

Comrade 3 having failed to comply with 
the order from national headquarters by special 
order No. 8, May 20, 1 suspended him and placed 
Comrade Miller, the junior Vice, in command. 
The Assistant Adjutant-General, Comrade Keet- 
ing, replied by telegraph that Comrade Miller 
considered himself mo longer a member of the 
order, as the department in special encampment 
had voted to surrender the department charter. 
All that human foresight could do under three 
administrations to avert the 2 conflict 
by persuasion and ddvice had n exhausted, 
and if the culmination of this vexed question 
had to occur under this administration, 
it were better that it shoul 
rather than to ledve it as a_ legacy to 
my successor. The organization's suc- 
cess is essential at all times and can only be 
conserved by maintaining the integrity of its 
laws. I was advised to call a meeting of the 
Council of Administration for consultation and 
advice, but upon refleetion I regarded it as a use- 
less expenditure of money to subject the National 
Encampment to a large expense by calling the 
council together. Whether I did right you will 
judge, and your judgment I will unhesitatingly 
and uncomplainingly accept, for it was for you 
and in your behalf | aeted. 

The charter of this department was received at 
ay 26. 1892, and across its 
face was written in letters of red ink, Surren- 
dered May 19, 1892. 

In special orders No 9, June 2, 1892, I declared 
that the action taken at the special meeting of the 
Department of Louisiana and Mississippi being 
in direct violation of the rules and regulations 
which says that: No alteration affecting the 
general interests of the department shall be made 
at a special meeting.“ all acts contemplated by 
the special meeting were null and void. 

1 then appointed Past Department Commander 
A. S. Bader commaniter pro tempore, and re- 
turned to him the charter indorsed. 

The surrender of this charter, noted above in 
red ink, being in direct violation of the rules and 
regulations, is declared null and void, and this 
charter will continue im fobce, and ordered him 
to recognize Posts 9 to 17 inclusive, and proceed 
in accordance with the rules and regulations of 
the G. A. R., and report at once to these head- 
quarters in obedience to these instructions. Com- 
rade Bader assumed command of the Depart- 
ment of Louisiana and Mississippi Juue 3, 1892, 
appointing Comrade Keeting his assistant and 
Adjutant-General. 

After the reorganization of the department [ 
ordered a thorough inspection of the posts. and 
the reports of tne inspecting officers as filed at 
national headquarters shows that each comrade 
produced either his discharge, pension certificate, 
or satisfactory evidence of service. 

After commenting on the unpleasant affair 
and a series of resolutions published by. the 
retiring posts he concludes the subject as fol- 
lows: 

In dealing with this subject I was not actuated 
by an unkind thought towards a single comrade 
in this department. bey had encountered no 
real resistance up to the time of the twenty-fifth 
national encampment. It was known that there 
were disintegrating for¢es at work which the na- 
tional encampment concluded it was time to ar- 
rest, and in the discharge of a duty incumbent 
upon me under my oath of office I did it without 
either feeling, fear, or prejudice. 

Disability Bill. 

With a few words of praise for the loyal 
women and the sons of veterans he referred 
to the passage of the Disability Pension bill 
as a most munificent act. providing for all 
hororably aischarged soldiers. suffering from 
mental or physical disability. In reference to 
the veterans in the government employ he 
said: 

To protect the rights of veterans of the late 
war is one of the cardinal principles of our order. 
The pledge made by the government in Sec. 
1,754 of the Revised Statutes (U. S.) has frequent- 
ly been ignored. 

He recornmended that the encampment take 
some decided action against personal solicita- 
tions from posts and departments, unless the 
objects for which the funds are asked for are 
specified in writing, duly attested by the 
department commandpr to which the comrade 
making the appeal belongs, and approved by 
national headquarters, 

He also recommended that the encampmen? 
take action preventing posts from sending di- 
rect to Congress or other legislative bodies 
petitions in the interest or at the solicitation 
of mdividuals. In conclusion he said: 

It IL have succeeded in meeting your expecta- 
tions and have merited the confidence reposed in 
me I shall feel amply rewarded for the year of 
time and energy I have devoted to your interests; 
and as I return to the ranks to 1 with you, 
my comrades, in the work that is still before us it 
will be my ambition atiall times to do my full 
share for the future progress prosperity of 
our grand order. 4 

He was frequently interru by loud ap- 
pla use. At the — tre of the address the 
reports of the Adjutant-General, Quartermas- | 
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ter-General, Surgeon-General, and Judge Ad- 
vocate-General were submitted. 

The report of Adjutant-General Fred 
Phisterer ins with the statement that when 
Commander-in-Chief Palmer assumed office 
there were practically no funds on hand to 
carry on the business of the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s office, except $16,000 in United States 
bonds, which it was not deemed wise to sell, 
and no income was expected until after Dec. 
31 last. Consequently the most rigid economy 
was necessary. The total expenditures of 
his office during the fiscal year aggre- 
gate $11,800, and as the per capita 
tax of two cents per member produces 
au income of only $8,000, the Adjutaat- 
General says that the tax 1s plainly insufficient 
and should be at least turee cents per member 
per annum. He says that semi-annual returns 
from posts and departments are unnecessary 
and that annual reports will suffice. He also 
calls the present inspection system unsatisfac- 
tory and cumbersome, and thinks that the in- 
stalling officer of a post could also act as its 
inspector. A revision of the present rules 
and regulations is also recommended. he 
number of persons entitled to seats at the 
present encampment is stated at 1,148, of 
which 453 are representatives at large and ap- 

rtioned according to membership Dec. 31 
ast. 

Speaking of the Louisiana and Mississippi 
affair the Adjutant-General says: 

The suspended officers have not yet been 
brought to trial for disobedience to your orders, 
as in your fraternal feeling you believed that 
their course was dictated more by prejudice and 
bad counsel] than oy willfulness. 

During 'the last calendar year, as shown by 
the report, there was a gain of 229 in the num- 
ber of posts, making the total number 7.568. 
Durimg the calendar.year there was a gain in 
membership of 64,401; but the losses were 
66.109, leaving the number of members in 
good standing Dec. 31 last 407,781, an appar- 
ent loss of 1,708, is loss 18 said to be ap- 
parent because if one department it was 

found that nearly 3.000 had been added with- 
out authority and the returns previously made 
were incorrect, so that there was actually a 
gain of about 1,200 in the total strength of the 
organization. During the year the deaths 
numbered 6,440; honorable discharges, 1,829; 
transfers, 9,460; suspensions, 34,367; dishon- 
orable discharges, 467; and delinquents, 13,- 
582. The Adjutant-General comments shortly 
on these losses and says: 

Practically it may be said that the membership 
of the G. A. k. is now at its highest point. It no 
doubt will remain about the above numbers for a 
few years to come, when, necessarily, it must de- 
crease, aud the decrease will be rapid. 

The report closes with a statement compiled 
from departmental returns that from July 1, 
1891, to Dec. 31, 1891, $96,011 was expended by 
the various posts for the relief of the unfortu- 
nate comrades, soldiers, widows, and orphans, 
and the total expenditure on that score from 
July 1, 1871, to June 30, 1891, was $2,221,704. 
The Adjutant-General believes that these fig- 
ures are not correct, and says there is no 
doubt the actual amount was larger. 

Government Appropriations, 

Surgeon-General Stevenson reported ‘that 
according to Commissioner Raum, at the close 
of the fiscal year June 30, 1892, there were 
876,078 pensioners on the rolls and that the 
appropriation aggregated $139,132,387. In 
addition to these vast expenditures the annual 
appropriation for the numerous government 
homes was $2,633,840. There are also 173 
government cemeteries kept up by govern- 
ment appropriation. These appropriations, 
says the report, seem large; but,“ it adds, 
“they should be thought of in reference to 
the grand moving cause calling them into 
being—the preservation of the government 
from overthrow—and who can place too high 
an estimate on that achievernent? It is abso- 
lutely beyond monetary cousideration. 

In this connection the report makes a state- 
ment of the national resources, shuwing the 
general stock of money coined or issued to be 
$2,211,931,249, of which $1,601,949,325 was in 
circulation and the baiance in the Treasury, 
and quotes the report ot Supt. Porter of the 
Census Bureau to the effect that the absolute 
wealth of the United States may be estimated 
at $63,648,000,000,000, 

Joseph W. O'Neal of Lebanon, Judge Ad- 
vocate General, in his annual report rules 
that assistant surgeons of the navy are not 
considered navy officers, and have no rank, 
precedence, or grade; they are simply citizens 
employed under a special contract and are 
not enlisted. In the case of Bowman, who 
ran off from the Department of the Indian 
Territory, and whose place was fiiled by ap- 
point ment of the department commander, 
the Judge Advocate rules that a department 
commander cannot declare an office vacant 
and that the only means of deposing an un- 
worthy officer is by charges and court 
martial, The Judge Advocate holds 
that A midshipman is a line 
officer of the eleventh grade, and if he served 
as such in the late war is entitled to G. A. R. 
membership. Ina Georgiacase itis ruled 
that representatives to a department encamp- 
ment serve during the -year commencing the 
Ist day of January following their election in 
December. Phil Sheridan Post No. 4, De- 

art ment of Idaho, asked approval of a by- 

aw providing for associate membership. The 
Judge Advocate ruled that this is but another 
name for honorary membership, and that 
there can be no honorary membership m the 
G. A. R. 

Sympathy for the President. 

The telegram from President Harrison, 
which has been already published, sending his 
regrets at his inability to be present here, was 
read. Junior Vice-Communder-in-Chief T. S. 
Clarkson of Omaha, Neb., under a suspension 
of the rules, submitted the following: 

Upon the magnificent procession that occurred 
on Pennsylvania avenue the only cloud that ex- 
isted was one of regret at the — of a com- 
rade whom we all so much love and who is upon 
a mission of love aud duty. I believe I voice the 
sentiments not only of every member of this en- 
campment but of every loyal and grand old 
soldier who wears the blue, when I ask your 
unanimous consent to present the following reso- 
lution and ask its unanimous adoption: 

Resolved, By the members of the Twenty-sixth 
national encampment of the G. A. R. and through 
it of 500,000 of its members, that their most sin- 
cere and heartfelt sympathy is hereby extended 
to Comrade Benjamin Harrison in the deep afflic- 
tion which has kept him from our midst, and we 
earnestly hope and pray that his noble wife, that 
true American woman, may be spared to him and 
us for even greater opportunities for good. 

I move the adoption of the resolution by a ris- 
ing vote andthe instruction of the Commander-in- 
Chief to communicate the sentiments of the en- 
campment to Comrade Benjamin Harrison. 
[ Cheers. ] 

Ex-President Hayes, present as a comrade 
from Ohio, arose and simply said: “ I sec- 
ond the resolution.“ 

The encampment cheered him and applaud- 
ed for several minutes. The resolution was 
unanimously adopted. 

The Commander-in-Chief took advantage of 
a pause in the regular proceedings to hold 
aloft a scroll of paper punctured in a hundred 
places, which, he said, exhibited the temper 
and warm feeling with which the late Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Department of Louis. 
iana and Mississippi had surrendered the 
charter of his post. He also caused to be 
read a letter of regret from the nearly blind 
Past Com mander-in- Chief, John C. Robinson, 
at his inability to be presont. Members of 
the Committee on Resolutions were an- 
nounced, after which a recess was taken until 
3 o’clock.

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He Puts $30,000 Into a Plant for the 
Manufacture of James D. Lee's Smoke 
Burner Which He Now Wants to Get

The recovery of $40,000 is sought in a suit 
begun in the Superior Court, The complain- 
ant is Arnold Brecher, Western Manager for 
the Freiberg Workun Distillery of Cincinnati. 
James D. Lee, an inventor, is the man whom 
he wishes to compel te refund his money. 
Some time ago Lee patented a device which 
he called the Lee smoke burner and fuel 
saver. Brecher became interested in the de- 
vice and from what Lee told him thought 
there was a mine of money in it. According- 
ly he invested over $30,000 to erect a plant for 
the manufacture of the burner in St. Louis. 
An experimental station was established in 
Milwaukee. The fuel saver however proved 
unsalable and the $30,000 was gone for naught. 
The suit is brought, said Attorney Wile, 
“to recover the money put into the concern 
by Mr. Brecher. He alleges that the repre- 
sentations made to him by the defendent 
turned out to be unfounded and it was those 
representations which induced him to part 
with $30,000 of his money. 


Damages Sought from The Fair.

“MY MEN ARE FREE TRADERS.” 


Let Them Have It,” Says a Manufacturer 
Who Refuses to Contribute a Cent to 
Save Protection—“ With European Wages 
I Can Stand Free Trade.” 

Chicago Freie Presse: The other day one of 
our leading manufacturers was asked for a con- 
tribution to the Republican campaign fund. For 
former years this gentleman always had volur- 
tarily and liberally helped the Republican party, 
and it was therefore a disappointment to the per- 
son waiting on him this year when our manu- 
facturer answered: “1 shall vote forthe Repub- 
lican candidates as usual, but | would have to 
change my mind should I contribute a single 
cent for the campaign fund.“ 

Is not the tariff a benefit to you? Won't you 
do something to help us win the battle for the 
party as you have done in former years? 

The tariff enables me to pay far higher wages 
compared to European wages. I shall vote for 
advocating protec- 
tion, but further than that I will not go. 

* But why not?’ 

“Why not? Listen! My employés and my la- 
borers voted for free trade two pone ago; at the 
same time they compelled me by a strike to in- 
crease their wages. I had to submit, having con- 
tracts on hand which I was bound ts» fill, And 
they say they are going to vote for Cleveland, 
Altgeld, and free trade this fall.“ 

And because your workingmen are going to 
vote for free trade you won't do anything for pro- 
tection?’ 

That's it exactly. Ifthe workingmen want 
free trade let them have it. I have no objection 
if they think they can better themselves thereby. 
Naturally—if we get it—I will be unable to pay 
wages twice as high as my English and German 
competitors. Let them abolish protection! As 
soon as it is done I will offer them the wages my 
foreign competitors pay, and 1 will shut up my 
factory until my free trade workingmen will 
accept free trade wages which they voted for.“ 

Now. would it not hurt yourself very much to 
shut up that factory?’ 

It would, certainly. But these last years 
were not very prosperous ones for us, anyway, 
and | for one prefer to close up entirely—for a 
time, at least—to this long, wearisome l-don’t- 
know-how-it-will-go business.“ 

„ Don't you think there would be hard fights 
and riots before our workingmen would accept 
European wages? 

* — be. Possibly they would set flre to my 
factory, They may for all that I care. The city 
will have to make good the damages to me, and 1 
bet you you won't catch me building it up again.“ 

So it seems you made up your mind for good 
neither to use your influence with your hands nor 
your money to help protection along this year!“ 

“For good—yes, sir. I can stand free trade if I 
pay European wages. And even the workingmen, 
misled by demagogues, will—must—finally see 
that I can pay only the same wages as my foreign 
competitors across the water if these fellows are 
allowed to bring in their goods free of duty after 
abolishing protection. If the workingmen vote 
for free trade just the same, why then should 1 
spend my time and hard cash just to compel them 
to earn higher wages!“ 

This interview compels us to look at the future 
—at the times we will have if the Democracy car- 
ries the campaign. The Democracy would take 
its victory as an indorsement of the free trade 
platform by the people and would at once lower 
the custom duties, 

It is natural that our American manufacturer 
cannot pay wages twice as high as tbe wages 
paid by his European competiter for a certain 
class of labor and a sell his goods just as 
cheap as the latter. e can compete only by 
selling just as cheap—and this he can only by 
manufacturing just as cheap—if there is uo pro- 
tection. i : 

After abolishing protection the American pro- 
ducer endangered in his trade by European com- 
petition must cut wages down to the European 
standard; and shut his doors when our working- 
men do not accept them. But at first they would 
certainly not do this. Now as the manufacturer 
would unable to pay more, the workingmen 
having become idle would have to look for other 

laces. 

They would offer their services everywhere and 

thereby naturally depress wages in the unpro- 

tected industries. Wages would become lower 
allover. Theresult in some places would 

riots, murder, etc., until at last wages, now kept 
high by the present tariff. would reach the 
level of English wages. This would decrease 
immigration asa natural consequence, because 
immigration is stimulated by the higher Ameri- 
can wages, who again are a consequence of pro-

tection. a i 

Now, abolish protection, then high wages will 
tumble down. With high wages immigration falls. 
There can be no mistake about that, and the 
workingmen should think it over now before 
they vote against protection and thereby kill the 
oose that has furnished the golden eggs for so 
ong a time. 

But the manufacturers too should do their duty 
and fight a manly fight for protection. They 
should not act like that boy, who would not put 
nis bands in his pockets but had tbem frozen and 
felt consoled by thinking bis father would feel 
sorry. a 

5 tt serves the old man right, why did he not 
buy me the mittens he said, crying when the 
frozen bands were aching. It serves the work- 
ingmen right, why do they vote for free trade?’ 
that is what the manufacturers may say after the 
freetraders have carried the coming election. 
But he would have to close his factory and may 
never be able to start it again. ,

FARMER LONG MURDERS A NEIGH-

After Committing the Crime He Forces 
His Wife and Daughter to Aid in Carry- 
ing the Body Home—Mrs. Long Faints 
Three Times and Her Husband Coolly 
Waits Her Revival—His Statement and 
Arrest—An Iron Hall Branch Treasurer 
Charged with Embezzlement. 

Betuany, Mo., Sept. 21.— Special. |—Will- 
iam Rice, a farmer living near Bethany, was 
murdered by another farmer named H. L. 
Long about midnight last night. Rice was 
passing Long’s place, when the latter called 
to him, and as he approached split his head 
open with an ax. After ascertaining that his 
victim was dead Long called to his wife and 
14-year-old daughter and made them help him 
carry the body a quarter of a mile throngh 
the woods to Rice’s house. Mrs. Long fainted 
three times during the awful journey, and each 
time as she dropped her end of the ghastly 
blood-dripping burden and fell to the ground 
the murderer coolly sat down and waitea for 
her to revive. The little girl begged and 
pleaded to be allowed to go back into the 
house, but her father made her take hold of 
the battered head of tne corpse and keep hold 
of it until the Rice residence was reached. 
The body was laid near the house, Mrs. Long 
being unable to go further, and returning 
home Long intrenched himself in 
a cave, well armed, and awaited 
the discovery of the body. It was 
found by a passing farmer. A posse was 
raised, and the bloody trail was followed 
through the woods until Long’s place was 
reached. The latter held his pursuers at bay 
until his wife wrote out a statement for him. 
He claimed that Rice was one of a band of 
men who had sworn to kill him. and he had 
simply turned the tables. He said he wanted 
the statement written so that if he was 
lynched the truth would be known. He then 
surrendered and was placed in jail. 


CHARGED WITH EMBEZZLEMENT. 


An Iron Hall Treasurer Arrested on the 
Complaint of a Member. 

St. Paul., Minn., Sept. 21.— Special.! 
Stephen Rosenbaum, a merchant, was ar- 
rested today ona charge of embezzlement, 
Rosenbaum was the treasurer of local branch 
No. 1,375 of the order of The Iron Hall and 
it is claimed that he has appropriated several 
hundred dollars of the funds of the society. 
The complaint was made by Phillip Stein- 
burg, alleges that the embezzlement was 
committed Sept. 5. Rosenbaum was re-

THEY DENOUNCED PRIZE-FIGHTING. 


The Boys’ and Girls’ Employment Associa- 
tion Adopt Resolutions. 

Des Mornzs, Ia., Sept. 21.—[Special. ]—The 
sixth annual meeting of the Boys’ and Girls’ 
National Employment Association began its 
meeting here today, the President, Col. Alex- 
ander Hogeland, presiding. The attendance 
was large, including representatives from all 
parts of the country. The first question dis- 
cussed was: Should boys better be impris- 
oned or given afew daysin which to leave 
town for petty offenses? Among those who 
spoke were ex-Gov. Sherman of Iowa and 
Charles Thurber of Rhode Island. The rest of 
the morning session was devoted to a discussion 
of gambling and how to stop it. At the after- 
noon meeting the time was devoted to the dis- 
cussion of a series of resolutions on prize 
fighting which were introduced by Mr. Thur- 
ber. The resolutions take strong ground 
against all forms of prize-fighting, and call 
on the Legislatures of the various States to 
enact laws against it. The speakers were all 
agreed that the sport ought to be suppressed 
for the sake of the influence it has upon the 
boys of the country, if not for other reasons, 
Tonight there was a long address by Presi- 
dent Hogeland upon the work of the society 
during the last year.

POOR EARNINGS CAUSED A DE- 
CLINE IN STREET’S CAR LINE, 


Street Railways Were Also Lower—Invest- 
ment Buying and a Prospective Cold 
Wave Bring About an Advance in the 
Local Wheat and Corn Markets—Other 
Commodities Steady—What They Were 
Doing on South Water Street~General 
Financial and Commercial News, 


The stock market yesterday was anything but 
buoyant. In fact it'was decidedly weak in sev- 
eral spots. One of the notably weak spots was 
Street’s Stable Car Line. This stock fell to 30 on 
the posting by the company of the August state- 
ment of earnings, which was construed as decid- 
edly unfavorable. The statement showed a de- 
crease as compared with August, 1891, of $20,253. 
The street railway stocks also developed much 
weakness. West Side stock dropped to 194 for 
the account, but rallied 216 points at the close. 
North Side stock was also heavy and was decid- 
ediy dull. It sold off to 247% for the account and 
closed at the lowest. price for the day. 

The indications ate that the big manipulators 
of the street railway market have been taking 
some profits. It looks as if they had marketed a 
considerable block af stock in the neighborhood 
of 200 and that they are now disposed to see prices 
go off, if the market inclines that way, while they 
buy back the stock st a lower figure. Of course 
the brokers of the clique have not been openly 
selling stock. but there are fairly trustworthy in- 
dications that clique stock has been marketed 
aud that the publie has been the buyer. The 
market showed some rallying power for West 
Side yesterday, and it is possible that the low 
point on the present turn was touched, but there 
was not much in the market to give assurance of 


t. 

The situation in Street’s Stable Car stock is 
particularly interesting. The market moved yester- 
day entirely on the news of Augustfearnings. How- 
ever unfavorable the statemeat posted by the 
company may be regarded, one cannot. but ad- 
mire the courage which the officials show in reg- 
ularly making public a statement of earnings 
whether it is a good one ora bad one, The fol- 
lowing table shows the operations by months so 
far this year compared with the corresponding 
eight months of 1891. The figures are the net 
earnings:

Ou its face this statement of August earnings is 
certainly anything but encouraging, but a deeper 
analysis of the situation shows that the company 
is a long ways from being in the unfortunate po- 
sition that some of the bears on its stock wish to 
have it appear. The total mileage earnings for 
August were $55,402. The total for July was $52.- 
863. The total for June was $46,495. It will thus 
be seen that gross earnings really increased con- 
siderably in August over the preceding 
months. The bad statement is r the 
result of a comparison wit a month 
last year which showed extraordinary 
returns. Operating expenses in August were 
slightly greater than in the preceding month, the 
total being $17,170, against $15.602. The net earn- 
ings so far this year show a falling off as com- 
pared with the total for the same eight months of 
1891 of about 8 per cent—that is, the total last year 
was $312,000, against $28/,000 this year. If this 
proportion of loss be kept up through 
the year and the net earnings for 
the twelve months show an 8 per cent decrease as 
compared with 1891, the company will earn net 
$489,000. Its fixed charges include 870.000 interest 
on bonds, $54,320 dividends on preferred stuck, 
and $50,000 sinking fund requirements. This is 
a total of $174,320. In addition to that there are 
some further interest charges. but the total will 
fall considerably within $200,000 and probably be 
about the same as it was last year namely, $191.- 
000. If the eartiings are $169,000, which they 
would be if the present proportion of loss is kept 
up, and the fixed charges $191,000, the net 
surplus applicable to dividends will be $278,000. 
The regular 4 percent dividend on the common 
stock requires apnegally $153 000. This would leave 
tLen a surplus, after paying all charges and the 
regular dividend oh the common stock, of $125,000, 
or over 3 per cent in addition to the 4 per cent 
paid. While this decrease in the August state- 
ment is certainly mot a pleasant thing for the 
shareholders to contemplate, it will be readily 
seen by these figures that the 9 position 
is still far from being a weak one. The officials 
make the confident assertion -that net earnings 
for the year will exceed the net earnings of 1891: 
They say that the season has been an unusually 
backward one in the shipping of cattle, and al- 
though shipments for the summer months have 
been small, the cattle are still in the West and 
must be hauled sdoner or later. They believe that 
the latter months of the year will show consider- 
able increase over the large totals of 1891, and it 
is said that signs of that increase are already ap- 
parent in the September returns. 

The Straw Board market fluctuated widely. 
There were probably some sustaining orders in 
the market at the opening, and considerable 
stock was taken between 77 and 76. The stock 
grew weaker on the second call and sold down to 
75 for the account. The closing sales showed 
some recovery, hawever, the price being 75% reg- 
ular. The brewety stocks continue weak and in 
ittle demand. Ihe same may be said of Calumet 
Dock. The list of sales yesterday was as follows;

This is on a par with using corn for fuel, 
and I never knew a year when that was done that 
prices were not materially higher within six 
months. History often repeats itself in this re- 
spect, and | don’t believe this year will prove an 
exception. This country don’t raise three big 
“9 in succession.” 

The commission houses yesterday were the buy- 
ers of January pork while the selling was by the 
packers. Hately sold October lard and Beazley 
was the prominent seller of ribs, getting rid of 
300,000 Ibs or so, some of the traders attributing 
the order to Cudahy. Webbe also sold ribs for 
January andthe Anglo-American sold January 
lard. The early weakness in grain affected pro- 
visions and helped the decline. Later the rally 
in wheat and corn was responsible for some of the 
improvement scored in hog product. Baldwin- 
Faroum bought January pork and Dunham took 
October pork and January lard. Swift and Mor- 
ris were prominent sellers of the list. 

Tus early action of corn suggested that Octo- 
ber was not wanted except by the shorts,” said a 
trader. Stocks of corn are gradually piling u 
and operators are obliged, with the rather indif- 
ferent demand for spot corn, to sell October 
against expected receipts.

One of the Minneapolis organs of the Wash- 
burn-Pillsbury combine in a recent editorial 
charges the Chicago Board of Trade with the re- 
eponsibility for a pamphlet attacking the milling 
trust, and says that it is the last kick of the Chi- 
cago “‘ wheat gamblers against the inevitable. 
Director Thomas pon who is one of the com- 
mittee appointed by the board to fight the at- 
tempt of Washburn, Pillsbury, and others of 
the English syndicate trust to destroy competi- 
tion by national legislation, said yesterday: The 
Minneapolis paper is in error as to the origin of 
the pamphlet referred to. The board never had 
any part in its A or publication, never 
contributed a dollar, or in any other way had a 
share in the exposé. But the board will use such 
of the material in the pamphlet as is not satis- 
factorily controverted by Washburn and Pills- 
bury to “a + in the figbt against the anti-option 
measure. We will use that as we would use any- 
thing else that shows up the methods of these 
people.“
